HE impossible ds happening. Labor and 
T capital are joining hands.

American life. Quietly and almost unnoticed 

by the general public, the great change has be- 

It is the change from.competition to co- 
operation, from profit-grabbing to profit-sharing, 


industrial peace and the assurance of prosperity. 

The public has had but an inkling of the change. 
The newspapers, true to tradition, have been “hit- 
ting the high spots.” They have devoted page 
after page to Mr. Ford’s rather melodramatic ex- 
periment. They have elaborated on the so-called 
“ideal” plan inaugurated by the Dennison Man- 
ufacturing Co. of Framingham, Mass., by which 
the employes may eventually get control of the 
plant. Every move about which a fascinating 
personal story could be woven has been played up 
with artistic finesse. I have no criticism to make 
of this. But while these glowing stories have 
been capturing the public imagination, changes of 
infinitely greater social importance have been 
taking place. 


These changes do not represent any individual’s

thing more important than that. They have been

and most far-sighted minds in the business world 
and indicate the direction the business world is 
it is taking the course, not from 
impulsive humanitarianism but from a keen reali- 
zation of the needs of industry makes the step 
al! the more significant. 


War Basis for Industry Fatal. 
T HE story of American industry for the past 


50 years has been a story of competition 
and conflict.

One of the heenest observers the situation 
was a silent man at the very head of America’s 
financial and industrial life. He was so silent 
that he was misunderstood and died before the 
people ever had an opportunity to ‘appraise his 
character. He was J. P. Morgan. Being at the 
head of industry during such a turmoil, he was 
often caricatured as the embodiment of capital- 
istic greed. As a matter of fact, he sympathized 
keenly—much more keenly than did many of his 
askociates—with labor’s demands. He saw the 
justice of them, and he, more than any other in- 
dustrial magnate of his time, took the workers’ 
side in the constantly recurring controversies. To 
establish a just relation between capital and labor 
was his constant aim; not a mere temporary truce, 


continual breakdowns of the industrial machine—:but a permanent, working harmony. 


this was the order, or rather the disorder, of the 
day. Socialism grew. Syndicalism was born. The 
doctrine of the “class war’’ seemed to be well il- 
lustrated in facts, facts which were under every- 
body’s observation. - 

A house divided against itself cannot stand. In- 
dustry cannot continue to develop upon a war 
basis. 
in the success of the industry, the most perfect 
mechanical system will lag and break. And the 
system of working for a flat rate per week, re- 
gardless of the success or failure of the undertak- 
ing, has failed more and more to inspire a loyal 
interest on the part of the wage earners in the 
business which employes them. This is not the 
discovery of a social reformer, ‘ It is a fact which 
all practical business men must recognize. It will 
not do simply to deplore the loss of loyalty” 
among the workers. We must understand why 
that loyalty has vanished. 

The, answer is found in the very things which 
made industry on a large scale possible, universal 
education and intercommunication. Without these, 
modern industry could not exist. With them, the 
ancient relations of capital and labor cannot 
exist. 

To speak of the tariff, high or low, as the main 
cause of industrial growth or industrial unrest is 
the loosest kind of talk. Free trade could be 
instituted tomorrow and no intelligent man would 
expect to see a single so-called trust go put of 
business, But take away electricity and the print- 
ing press, and not one of them could continue a 
single day. These forces, which have made it pos- 
sible for all the world to get acquainted with all 
the world, have made large-scale industry possible, 
They have also revolutionized the relation of the 
man of capital to the man of labor. 

They were once known as “owner and slave.” 
Later it was master and man,“ a very different 


expression, although the mastery was still all on 


one side. Finally they became “employer and em- 
ploye,” indicating that labor had risen to the po- 
sition of a contracting party. With this relation 
began a struggle on the part of the worker for 
something more than a mere living.

What it would mean to both capital and 
labor almost transcends imagination. But that it 
can never come hy a mere raising of wages is now 
a demonstrated economic fact. 


Co-Operation Only Means. 
HERE is only one way open. That is through 
3 actual co-operation and profit sharing. 
Why not? Why should not the workers 
ir each industry become partners in that industry? 
I* is not a matter of charity, but a matter of right. 
Their position as workers entitles them to their 
full share in the benefits of industry. Industry 
demands that they feel a personal interest and re- 


That this permanent harmony is essen*‘al | 


sponsibility. Their lives are as much a part of 
the investment as is the money which the cap- 
italistic investors subscribe.’ Why should not 
those lives draw dividends, too? This is the recog- 
nition of labor in a somewhat different way than 
the labor unions have clamored for it. But it is 
an important retognition and embodies the very 
thing which the unions have been fighting for. 

On the other hand, it means no opposition to 
capital. It renders industry constant and invest- 
ment secure. It raises both capital and labor to 
the highest point of efficiency by utilizing all the 
energy which is now wasted in futile conflict, in 
active work for mutual advantage. 

The tendency toward the new idea must be 
noted by everyone. At last winter’s session of the 
Industrial Relations Commission it furnished the 
dominant note. To the gre .najority of observ- 
ers Mr. Rockefeller and wis collagues appeared as 
converted beings, men altogether unlike the irre- 
sponsible tyrants they were presumed to be. 

Mr; Rockefeller’s meeting with Mother Jones, 
which so captured the public imagination, must be 
considered as something more than a piece of stage 
play. It would be wrong, of course, to think of its 
marking a sudden turnabout in the industrial 
world. But it illustrated a new tendency, a tend- 
encx so marked that one of the keenest observ- 
ers of it, Miss Ida Tarbell, original muck-raker 
o? Standard Oil, has been inspired to write upon 
“the golden rule in business.” 

The tendency has shown itself in varied experl- 
ments with various degrees of success and fail- 
ure. No doubt the old idea of “piece-work” as op- 
posed to flat wage scale was inspired by some idea 
of co-operation. The net result, however, was 
disappointing. The principle of the old system

worker has become a different man since. the 
school and the newspaper and the telephone came 
Into his life. He wants his rights now, not a pat 
on the back and a Christmas turkey. 

If he accepts the bonus as a right and not a 
gift, he is in no better position than if he had 
received a raise in wages. He reckons on his 
bonus just as he reckons on his wages and spends 
them both as soon as he gets them, if not before. 
Also, he feels himself exploited in as great a 
degree as he was before. Even though his in- 
come may have increased, his share in the product 
has not. And his position in Feline to the in- 
dustry is unchanged.

He may wear out his life in 
the factory and be laid off to make way for 
younger and more competent men. 

In former days such a man was cheerfully 
scrapped with the comfortable statement that it 
was his own fault if he did not save. The new 
capitalism is not content with such a verdict. It 
is taking à social, if not a socialistic, view. It 
deals with men as they are, not as they ought to 
be, and realizes, whether the individual is at fault 
or not, the social result 18 équally bad. 

To improve on this situation many employers 
devised various philanthropic schemes. The 
workers were the first to object. They said they 
did not want anyone spending their money for 
them. If they had their rights, they reasoned, 
they could take care of themselves. 

Various Profit-Sharing Disguises. 
NTER actual profit-sharing. It has entered 
E. in all sorts of guises and disguises, run- 
ning the gauntlet from fantastic humani- 
tarian experiments to grudgingly given dividend 
systems about which too many questions may not 
te asked, There are plain counterfeits appearing, 
too. To the public the situation must present a 
confused jumble and labor can be forgiven for 
showing an attitude of suspicion. But through all 
the confusion business seems to be finding the 
certain course—straight, open-and-above-board 
proftit sharing, in which the workers become 
actual partners in industry -itself. 

The last two decades have brought about a 
change in attitude of capital which amounts to al- 
most revolution. Few large capitalists today will 
say: 
run it as I see fit.“ 

The welfare of the workers in any industry is 
conceded to be very much the business of the 
whole people, and business is beginning to appre- 
ciate that it is the business of business, too. 

Following the lead of the profit-sharing plan of 
the Steel Corporation, inaugurated 13 years ago, 
a large number of industrial concerns have intro- 
duced plans based on the principle adopted by the 
Steel Corporation, and today many thousands of 
men, through ownership of securities in these vari- 
ous industrials, are actual partners in the con- 
cerns, All such men, for services rendered, re- 
ceive their regular wages, and in addition ‘such 
profits as come to them through the profit-shar- 
ing plans of the company with which they are 
associated. This increases the compensation of 
the laboring men and at the same time increases 
his interest in the business in which he is en- 
gaged. His surplus earnings become invested in 
the business; he becomes a partner. No longer 
does his interest in the business cease with his 
hours of labor; it continues in his mind whether 
he is at the shop or at home, in precisely the 
seme way that his employer’s interest continues. 
Thus we approach the great new period of copart- 
nership. 

The system by which capital and labor stand off 
and fight each other must be ended very soon or 
industry will be brought to chaos. With the pub- 
lic alive to the social significance of profit shar- 
ing, the change will shortly be made.

Minnesota U. President Approves 
Plans for Recreation for 
Children of Poor. 


SITES FOR APARTMENTS 


Dr. G. E. Vincent Says Plan Re- 
veals. St. Louis as a Real 
Progressive City. 


Dr. George E. Vincent, president of 
the University of Minnesota, after 
studying the plat of the proposed 
central parkway in the city plan ex- 
hibit, 521 Olive street, yesterday told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter the plan in- 
cluded nearly everything which could 
be suggested for a perfect parkway. 
Dr. Vincent visited St: Louis to at- 
tend the Washington University Med- 
ical School dedication. 

He commented particularly upon 
the children’s playgrounds, the ath- 
letic fields and swimming pool, in- 
cluded in the plan, and the fact that 
the parkway would provide a recrea- 
tion place for, the inhabitants of a 
district settled largely by working 
people. 

Dr. Vincent, a student of municipal 


of the United States and of Euro- 
pean countries to study the manner 


places of recreation for working peo- 
ple and their children. 

He studied the parkway plan in de- 
tail and asked many questions about 
the surrounding territory and treat- 
ment intended for each block of the 
parkway. 

Pleased at City’s Advance, 

“I was not only surprised,” he said, 
“but greatly pleased to find that St. 
Louis has advanced far beyond most 
cities in its plans for the future, and 
that here you are seeking to provide 
for the children of the poor, and for 
the men and women of the less 
wealthy class, exactly what most 
other cities provide only for the resi- 
dents of their more wealthy districts. 
“There is always opposition, how- 
ever, to any great public undertak- 
ing, usually because there are many 
people who cannot see into the fu- 
ture, and who do not know how sim- 
ilar improvements in other 
have affected property values. 
„It is my opinion that if this—park- 
way project is realized the value of 
every foot of ground fronting on the 
parkway will be enhanced greatly in 
value. It seems to me that the logical 
effect. of the parkway would be the 
erection of moderate-priced apartment 
houses almost its entire length. These, 
I should think, would be apartments 
which could be rented by working peo- 
ple. 

Delay Will Increase Cost. 
It is to be regretted that so much of 
the business of St. Louis is in a dis- 
trict which requires the hauling through 
the parkway of heavy goods and it 
would be a grand thing if there could 
be subways at proper distances under 
the parkway, but that probably would 
he too much to undertake in connection 
with the plan. 
“It is well that St. Louis is under- 
taking this parkway plan at this time. 
Of course, it. would have been better if 
the parkway had been constructed a 
number of years ago, because the prop- 
erty then would have cost less. But the 
citizens should bear in mind that it costs 
less today than it will cost 10 years 
from today. 
“Cities larger than St. Louis which 
neglected to provide the parks demand- 
ed by the people are now paying for 
them at staggering prices. It is well 
that St. Louis is acting before prices 
become prohibitive. 
The parkway plans reveal St. Louis 
as one of the real progressive cities of 
the country.“ 
City Has 148,000 Seedlings Which 
Would Provide Trees for Parkway. 
The final report of Park Commissioner 
Dwight F. Davis, who retired from of- 
fice yesterday, shows that the city now 
has at the Chain of Rocks 148,000 seed- 
lings, which will mature in two years, 


and provide trees needed for the park- 


way. It is estimated that the use of 
these seedlings will save the city $100,- 
(00 in trees for the parkway. 

Davis in four years increased the 
planting of trees and shrubs from 5719 to 
4%, 566. In 1911 the city had in all parks 
a total of 4875 perennials. It now has 
10,396.

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7 GOSTS HALLER A 
OF CIGARS 10 
BE ACTING MAYOR 


But His, Only Official problem 
Yesterday Was What His Pay 
for the Day Would Be. 


It cost Alderman Julius Haller a box 
of cigars to be Acting Mayor in the ab- 
sence from the city of Mayor Kiel yes- 
terday morning, when someone tipped 
off city hall officialdom that Haller had 
offered a cigar to the first friend who 
dropped in to admire him in the seat 
of the chief executive. 

A lively interest in Haller was mani- 
fested immediately, and a box of cigars 


which Haller had expected to enjoy a 
bit himself disappeared before the Al- 
derman could finish his first cigar. 

As Vice President of the Board of Al- 
dermen, Haller succeeds to those dutées 
that would have devolved upon A, H. 
Frederick as President of the Council. 
Frederick would have been Acting May- 
or of St. Louis yesterday had he not 
resigned when indicted for forgery and 
been sent to prison. 

The only problem of government that 
intruded itself upon Haller was the 
question of what his compensation in 
that post would be. Haller receives $1500 
a year as Alderman. Mayor Kiel re- 
ceives $5000 a year, his salary under the 
old charter. Mayors who take office 
under the new charter will be entitled to 
$10,000 a year. 

Under the old charter, the Acting 
Mayor was entitled to pay at the rate 
of $13.85 per day, on a basis of $5000 a 
vear. The new charter makes no pro- 
vision for paying extra compensation 
to the Acting Mayor and Mayor Kiel 
said before his departure, Friday even- 
ing, that he would ask the Law Depart- 
ment for a ruling upon his return.

viciously, by the Germans themselves. 
There are those, however, in this coun- 
try, who have been as illogical, as un- 
reasonable and unwise as the Ger- 
mans. They have been unable to under- 
stand why, when the Americans in an 
immense majority favored the allies, the 
American Government should remain 
neutral or should not completely and 
openly support the allies. 


United States should not officially have 

condemned Germany for its violation 

of Belgian neutrality. The position is 

short sighted, is unjust and is pedantic. 

The newspapers and the people of the 

United States have been free to express 

themselves untrammelled by any com- 

plication which might have occurred if, 

for instance, Germany had told the 

United, States to mind her own business 

on the receipt ef an official note con- 

veying reproach. 

The reply to the few dissatisfied people 

in England to this would be, Ah, then, 

the United States, if she were chal- 

lenged by Germany, would abandon her 

neutrality and take part in the war 
on the side of the allies!’’ 

To very many others, however, it is 

infinitely better for the world’s sake and 

I believe for our own, that the United 

States should not abandon het neutral- 
ity. 

It may be that many more nations 

than are now at war in Europe will be 
involved before summer has come. 

In the interests of a stable civiliza- 
tion it is essential that steadying, whole- | 
some, dispassionate and honorable in- 

fluence of the United States should, un- 
hampered by the terrible restrictions of | 
belligerency, be uged in the interests of 
the whole world and particularly in the 

interests of the small nations when the 
end of this war comes. 
Against militarism and the results of 
militarism the United States is opposed 

to a man. 

Conceive what would be the state of 
Belgium today if the United States had 
abandoned her neutrality in favor of the 
allies. Milliong in Belgium would be 
starving. Since August last the United 
States has been busy in the interests 
of humanity, lessening the borrors of 
war by hospital relief, providing com- 

forts and necessities through an awful 
winter for the wounded of all ths na- 
tions engaged. 

Every week there comes from the 
United States especial gifts to each 


State, ships loaded with flour and food 


of all kinds for a people whose land has 
been denuded as locusts ravage the 
fields of ripening grain and leave them 
bare. 

If for no other reason the neutrality 
of the United States should be welcomed 
by every British man because of what 
she has done for suffering, starving and 
tortured Belgium. 

If humanity is indebted to the United 
States Government, for the incalculable 
service it is rendering in bringing relief 
to Belgium, how grateful should this 
country be to the American Goverrinent 
for the services rendered to our theu- 
sands of prisoners in Germany. 

The American Ambassadors in London 
and Berlin and the whole ambassadori-:l 
staff have been placed at the services 
of our suffering wounded and ou” help- 
less officers and men, who have had in- 
sufficient clothing and insufficient food. 


American Ne apers Fair. 
Newspaper men in Great Britain will 


gallantly agree that tte American press 
has exhibited the greatest enterprise 
and shown extraordinary ability in deal- 
ing with ‘the war in their editorial col- 
umns. : 

I have watched American opinion. I 
have read scores of American newspa- 
pers steadily; I have received vast num- 
bers of letters from prominent Ameri- 
cans of all professions and positions 
since this war began. I am convinced 
that the American people understand 
this war even better than we do. 

As one prominent American wrote to 
me: “You are fighting as you never 
fought before; and we are thinking as 
we never thought before, not even in 
the days of our struggle to preserve the 
Union.” 

I ask such fellow countrymen of mine 
as have been impatient with the Gov- 
ernment at. Washington, whether they 
have fully estimated the value of the 
moral support given to us by the people 
of the United States. 

Is there no material power in sympa- 
thy? The voice that says outside the 
ring, Tour cause is just, fight on,” 
gives a higher volume of energy. 

Sympathy makes for the understand- 
ing and that understanding was never 
more valuable than when we departed 
from the old traditional blockade and 
relied upon the United States to see 
that our interpretation of the principles 
of international law had not been 
changed by the new practice we were 
compelled to make. Sympathy disarmed 
suspicion of motive and of act. 

—" Lincoln on Meral Support. 

Nothing has ever been said upon this 
matter of international sympathy and 
support which has the meaning and per- 
manency of the reply of Abraham Lin- 
coln on the 19th of January, 1863, to 
an address from the workingmen of 
‘Manchester, This is what Lincoln said: 

‘It is not always in the power of 
Governments to enlarge or restrict the 
scope of moral results Which follow the 
policies that they may deem it neces- 
sary for the public safety to adopt. I 
have understood well that the duty of 
self-preservation rests solely with the 
American people. 

“But I have, at the same time, been 
aware that favor or disfavor of for- 
eign nations might have a material m- 
fluence in enlarging or prolonging the 
struggle. 1 have, therefore, reck- 
oned on the forbearance of nations. 

“Circumstances—to some of which you 
kindly allude—induce me especially to 
oxpect that if justice an] good faith 
should be practiced by the United 
Siates they would encounter no hostile 
influence on the part of Great Britain. 
“It is now a pleasant duty to ac- 
knowledge the demonstration you have 
given of your desire that a spirit of 
amity ond peace toward this country

So much for the value which Lincoln 
placed upon the moral support offered 
ty public opinion. 


Not Commercial Question. 
Here and there in is country it 


has been said that the United States 
kept silence officially when Belgium 
was invaded, but became animated and 
vocal when American oommeree was 
touched; that she was chiefly con- 
cerned in making money out of this 
war. 

Tt is mot really necessary to reply to 
such foolish statements; out, if it were 
the critic could be reminded that again 
and again, whea other countries have 
been at war, Great Britain has been 
charged with anxiety to secure advant- 
uge and make money out of other peo. 
rle’s troubles.

I do deeply trust that the United States 
Will increase the production of her soi] 
ond the production of her workshops 
while this war is on, 
over.

It is essential that the United 
States should have a population at 
Peace, cultivating the soil, developing 
industry, while Furope is in a state

to Take His $7500 Job 
R. GOLDWATER'S visit to 
St. Louis last week w 
made, in part, in ord 


to look for a man to ii his 
place as Health Commissioner 
of the City of New York. The 
post pays $7500 a year, and the 
department has 3400 employes 

Dr. Goldwater recently told 
Mayor Mitchel that he wished 
to be relieved of his duties of 
the past two years and a half, 
and to return to private prac- 
tice and hoapttal work. The 
Mayor consented to let him go, 
on condition that he would find 
another Health Commissioner 
| for the city, There was no limi- 
tation of residence, he was told, 
so long as the man selected 
was an American citizen. 

The commissioner said he 
weuld see what he could do. 
He went to Chicago before 
coming here, and talked to 
some men who have attained 
note in the public health serv- 
lde and in hospital work. A re- 
port that he had determined on 
a Chicago man was telegraphed ° 
from that city to New York | 
newspapers. 

But when in St. Louis, Dr. 
Goldwater said he had not 
made up his mind, and that he 
was going to interview more 
men, some of them in St. Louis. 
He would not name anyone 
whom he had seen here, or 
whom he expected to see, aside 
from the medical men whom he 
met at the Washington Univer- | 


ity celebration.

“The company’s reply to complaints 
about crowding of the cars has been 
that the ‘maximum service’ was being 
given. The Public Service Commission 
seemed to be convinced that this was 
true. I was never convinced of this, and 
I was still less convinced when I saw 
that, as soon as the traffic would slack- 
en somewhat, the number of cars would 
be reduced, that the crowding would be 
practically the same. 

“This applied to the ‘nonrush’ hours of 
the day, and it applied also to the sum- 


much lighter on all city lines than in 
winter. Hither by timing the service, 
or by visiting the car barns and seeing 
the number of idle cars, it was easy to 
figure out the company’s method—name- 


time. 
“In the efforts that the Health De- 
partment has made to clean up the 


we have found that we had to consider 
the conditions in the cars where 80 
many of the people spend an hour or 
more of every working day. The effect 
of street car conditions on health would, 
naturally, be chiefly in the winter time 
en the surface and L' lines, but would 
be an all-year matter in the subway. 

Freedom of Movement Demanded, 
“The Health Department made labo- 
ratory tests of the air in crowded street 
cars, and showed that infection was not 
only possible, but likely, when persons 
were crowded against each other as they 
were in the car aisles. When an api- 
demic of coldg and sore throats spread 
through the city, I was ready to prove 
scientifically that it was due largely to 
the transportation conditions. * 

“I took the matter up with the chair- 
man of the Public Service Commission 
and he seemed to think’ nothing could 
be done. He said the ‘limit of human 
endeavor’ had been reached in the ef- 
forts which he had made to get the 
company to provide sufficient service. 

Another member of the commission 
put the matter somewhat differently. 
He pointed out that the commission had 
issued 6 specific orders, none of which 
had bem heeded. The orders, he said, 
had been based on investigations made 
by the Transit Bureau of the commis- 
sion. 

“T decided to issue one order, not 65 
orders, and to make that one order go. 
The way to do it, I decided; was to 
put the order in such form that fail- 
ure to comply with it would create not 
one offense, but a series.of offenses. 

Order Issued Last January. 

“In January I issued the order. It 
was that not more than one person 
should stand in the cars for every two 
persons occupying seats. This is not 
the ideal condition of a seat for every 
passenger, but it allows freedom of 
movement through the car and kéeps 
people from having to stand jammed 
together, breathing and coughing into 
each other’s face. 

The order was s0 worded that eve- 
ry overcrowded car constit«ted a vio- 
lation. It was based on the city's 


power to forbid the maintenance of 


any conditions which are a menace to 
public health. 

“As was to be expected, the com- 
panies disputed the Health Commis- 


ysioner’s authority to make any such 


order, and as was also to be expected, 
they proposed to bring a test case in 
court. A test case would run through 
the season, maybe through two sea- 
sons, and they would leave the serv- 
ice as it was. Then, when they lost 
the test case, they would be out only 
one fine of $260. 

“So my reply to the suggestion of 
a test case was that I would not 
have one test case, but that I was 
quite willing to have 1000 test cases, 
The Health Department, I stated, was 
quite ready to gather evidence vy 
wholesale and to pile up any number 
of prosecutions. 

Multiplicity ot Test Cases Planned. 

“Well, the companies complied. I 
had only Manhattan and Brooklyn 
in mind when I issued the order, but 
n a few days I began to receiye let- 
ters from Staten Island, thanking me 
for the improvement in conditions on 
the trolley cars there. I wasn’t after

near Ypres, was told in a cable commu- 
niciation from Sir Max Aitken of the 
Canadian record office, given out by the 


The account describes how the Ca- 
nadians, the majority of them raw re- 
cruits, met the German rush after the 
latter had released the asphyxiating 
gases, and how, although greatly out- 
numbered, they succeeded with heavy 
losses, in recovering four British guns, 
and much ground by a brilliant dash. 

“On April. 22, the account continues, 
“the Canadian division beld a line of 
roughly 5000 yards, extending in a 
northwesterly direction from the Ypres- 
Roulers Railway to the Ypres-Poelca- 
pelle Road, and connecting at its termi- 
„us with the French troops. The divi- 
sion consisted of three infantry brig- 
ades in addition to the arcillery Lrig- 
ades.”’ 

After telling of the release of the gas 
forcing the French backward, Sir Max 
reported that this left the Canadian 
division “with its left in the air,“ an 
extremely grave condition. It became 
imperatively necessary greatly to extend 
the Canadian lines to the left rear. 

Four British Guns Captured. 

In the course of the confusion which 
followed upon the readjustment of posi- 
tion,“ the account says, “the enemy, 
who had advanced rapidly after his ini- 
tial successes, took four British 47 guns 
in a small wood to the west of the vil- 
lage of St. Julien, two miles in the rear 
of the original French trenches. The 
enemy’s attack developed with particu- 
lar intensity upon the apex of the newly 
formed line running in the direction of 
St. Julien. 

In the course of the night of the 
224, and under the heaviest machine gun 
fire, this wood where the four guns had 
earlier been captured by the enemy, 
was assaulted by the Canadian-Scottish 
One Hundred and Sixtieth Battalion of 
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talion of the Second

struggle, took the position at the point 
of the bayonet.

An officer who took part in the 
attack describes how the men about him

“But the line never wavered. When 
one man fell another took his place, 
and witn a final shout the survivors of 
the two battalions flung themselves into 
the wood. The German garrison was 
completely demoralized and the impetu- 
ous advance of the Canadians. did no: 
cease until they reached the far sida 
of the wood and entrenched themselves 
in position so dearly gained. 0 

Attack Developed Rapidly. 

“They had, however, the disappoint- 
ment of finding that the guns had been 
blown up by the enemy and later in 
the same night, a must formidable con- 
centration of artillery fire sweeping the 
wood made it impossible for them to 
hold the position for which they had 
sacrificed so much, 

“The fighting continued without inter- 
mission all through the night. At 6 a. 
m. on Friday the 2d, it became ap- 
parent that the left was becoming more 
and more involved and a powerful Ger- 
man attempt to outflank it developed 
rapidly. 

“It was therefore decided to try to 
give relief by a. counter attack upon 
the first line of German trenches, now 
far advanced from those originally oc- 
cupied by the French. This was car- 
ried out by the Ontario First and 
Fourth Battalions of the First Brigade, 
under Brigadier-General Mercer, acting 
in combination with a British brigade. 

“It did not seem that any human be- 
ing could live in the shower of sho: 
and shell in which began to play on 
the advancing troops. They suffered 
terrible casualties. For a short time 
every other man seemed to fall, but 
the attack was pressed even closer and 
closer. The Fourth Canadian Battalion. 
at one moment came undor a parti- 
cularly withering fire. For a moment 
it wavered. 


Rallies Wavering tens Is Killed. 

| “Its most gallant commanding officer, 
Lieut. Col. Burchall, carrying, after an 
old fashion, a light cane, cooled and 
cheerfully rallied his men and at the 
very moment when his example had 
infected them, fell dead at the head of 
his battalion. 

“With a cry of anger they sprang 
forward as if to avenge his death. The 
astonishing attack, which followed, 
pushed home in the face of direct 
frontal fire made in broad daylight by 
battalions whose names should live for- 
ever in the memories of soldiers, was. 
carried to the first line of German 
trenches. After a hand-to-hand strug- 
gle, the last German who resisted was 
bayonetted and the trench was won. 

This trench represented in the Ger- 
man advance, the apex in the breach 
which the enemy had made in the orig- 
inal line of the allies and it was two 
and a half miles south of that line, 
This charge, made by r:en who looked 
death indifferentially in the face, savod 
the Canadian left. It also secured and 
maintained during tne most critical 
moment of. all, the integrity of the 
allied line. ? 

“At 4 o’clock on the morning of Fri - 
dey, the 234, a fresh emission of gas 
was made both upon the Second Bri- 
gade, which had continued to hold the 
line up to the pivotal point. The For- 
ty-eighth Highlanders were dismayed 
and their trench became intolerable. 
The battalion retired from the trench 
recovered themselves and reoccupied it. 

“It was clear that several German di- 
visions were attempting to crush or 
drive back the Third Brigade, and in 
any event to use their enormous numer- 
ical superiority to sweep around and 
overwhelm our left wing. The last at- 
tempt partially succeeded. German 
troops swung past the unsupported left 
of the brigade and slipping in between 
the wood and St. Julien, added to the 
torturing anxieties of the long-drawn- 
out struggle, by the appearance, and, 
indeed, for the moment, the reality of 
isolation from the brigade »ase. 

Major Killed, Captain Wounded, 

In the exertions made by the Third 
Brigade during this supreme _ crisis, 
Maj. Norsworthy, already almost dis- 
abled by a bullet wound, was bayonet- 
ted and killed. Capt. McQuaig of the 
same battalion was seriousiy wounded 
in a hurriedly constructed trench which 
he refused to leave. 

“On Friday afternoon the left of the 
Canadian line was strengthened by im- 
portant reinforcements of British 
troops amounting to seven battalions.” 
From this time forward the Canadians 
also continued to receive further assist- 
ance on the left from a series of French 
counter attacks pushed in a northeast- 
erly direction from the canal bank.” 

“The fire of the artillery of the en- 
emy continually grew in intensity,” the 
account says. “It became evident that 
the Canadian salient could no longer be 
maintained against the overwhelming 
superiority of numbers by which it was 
assailed. Slowly, stubbornly and con- 
testing every yard the defenders gave 
ground until the salient gradually re 
ceded from the point where it had or- 
iginally aligned with .the French, and 
fell back upon St. Julien. 

“Soon it became evident that even St. 
Julien, exposed from right and left, was 
no longer tenable in the face of over- 
whelming numerical superiority. The 
third brigade was, therefore, ordered to 
retreat further south, selling every yard 
of ground dearly. But it was found im- 
possible without hazarding far larger 
forces to disentangle the detachment of 
the Royal Highlanders of Montreal, 13th 
battalion, and of the Royal Montreal 
Regiment, 18th battalion..

They were on their way home from 
China when Parry vecame ill. When 
two or three days out at sea Parry's 
actions attracted the attention of Kirby. 
Finally Parry was stricken with an 
acute illness. 


Regaini Health Slowly. 


It was feared he would die before 
reaching San Francisco. His family 
here was notified and Mrs. Parry was 
at San Francisco when the boat ar- 
rived. He was taken to a hospital in 
San Francisco, where he was kept sev- 
eral weeks before he could be moved 
to Indianapolis, where he has been re- 
gaining his health and strength very 
slowly. 

Parry’s mind is said to have been a 
blank for some time after the attack 
aboard the boat. His close friends say 
he does not understand how he became 
ill and that he has no remembrance of 
his trip after leaving Australia and un- 
til after he began to recover at San 
Francisco. -His mind is clear now on 
what happened prior to the trip and 
after he began to recover. 


Was in Rundown Condition, 
One of Parry’s closest friends says 


Parry told him recently he believed he 
was “doped”. by someone before he 
took the boat in China. One of his near 
relatives says Parry told him he be- 
lieved he was doped'“ by someone. 
This relative, however, says Parry has 
no definite idea as to how anyone might 
have doped him or whether he and Kir- 
by were followed by anyone who might 
have been determined to do them in- 
jury. 

The physicians at San Francisco who 
had charge of the case diagnosed Par- 
ry’s illness as uremic poisoning and 
treated him for that for several weeks. 
Parry was in a run-down phys*cal con- 
dition before he started around the 
world and he has not been in business 
here since his return.

Fighters Taught to Use Their 
Brains; Peasants Rebuild Homes 
in Ear-Shot of Guns.

| HEADQUARTBRS IN FIELD WITH 
FRENCH. ARMY, April 29.—(Delayed 
fn transmission.)}—Before coming to 
France I was told that the French were 
very stingy with their war. I was told 
that the only fighting I would be per- 
mitted to see would be on the moving 
Picture screens. But I found that I 
had been misinformed. They have been 
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as generous with their war as a Ken- 
tycky Colonel with mint juleps. 

Within 48 hours after my arrival at 
Gre du Nord I had been presented to 
the President of France on the field of 
battle, had seen u French division re- 
viewed within sound of the German 
guns, nad been taken into a bombarded 
city and a French priest had shown me 
the ruined beauties of his cathedral, 
While German thells were bursting in 
adjacent streets A battery of the 
famous 76's wae turned loose on the Ger 
man trenches for my special benefit, 
and during the storm of German shrap- 
nel which this interesting exhibition 
provoked the Post-Dispatch came with- 
in 90 yards of losing thé services of its 
war. correspondent. 

I do not wish to give the impression, 
however, that these facilities for flirt- 
ing with sudden death are handed out 
promiscuously to all Who apply. To ob- 
tain me this opportunity to see the 
French fighting machine in action re- 
quired the united influence of a Gaepb- 
inet Minister, a British peer, two Am- 
bassadors and a score of newspapers. 


Trenches Inaccessible to Publie, 
I wonder if you who will read this 


over your coffee cups realize that, 
though the French trenches can be 
reached by motor car in 90 minutes 
from Rue de la Paix, it is as impossible 
for an unauthorized person to get with- 
in sound, much less within sight, of 
them as it would be for a tourist to 
stroll into Buckingham Palace and have 
a chat with King George. But when 
the Ministry of War has finajly issued 
to you the magic yellow card, which, so 
far as this war is concerned, is the 
equivalent of Aladdin’s lamp and the 
magic carpet put together and you have 
become for the time being a guest of 
the nation, your path is everywhere 
made smooth before you. I was es- 
corted by a staff Captain in beautiful 
sky blue uniform, and other officers 
were Waiting to explain things in the 
various divisions through which we 
passed. We traveled by automobilo 
with a pilot car ahead and the baggag2 
car behind, and we went 80 fast it 
needed, to tell about it, one to shout 
“Here they come,” and another “There 
they go.“ 

So complete were the arrangements 
that in the little inn of the Golden Ap- 
ple at Villers Cottrets, where we 
stopped for lunch, we found the table 
decorated with flowers as if for a ban- 
quet, and a menu which began with 
lobster and ended with liquers. As we 
ate, the window panes rattled to the 
detonatio: of the German cannon. 

Leaving Paris,,white and beautiful in 
the spring sunshine, behind us, we tore 
down the historic highway which still 
bears the name of Route de Flandre. 
The houses of the city had thinned and 
disappeared, and we came to an open 
field, across Which writher like mon- 
strous yellow serpents, the zigzag lines 


of trenches. The whole countryside,

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itary construction. Opening ‘special at 
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trom the Aisne straightway to the walls 
of Paris, is one vast network of trenches 
and barbed wire entanglements, and 
even in the improbable events of an 
enemy breaking through the present line 
he would be no better off than before. 

I am something of a connoisseur when 
it comes to trenches, and if there are 
any more ingeniously designed ones than 
those which the French have built, I 
would like to see them. The fields be- 
tween the trenches were being plowed 
by women driving sleek white oxen, but 
furrows were scarcely ever straight, for 
every few yards they would turn aside 
to avoid a turf-covereéd mound, sur- 
mounted by à rude cross, as for nearly 
fifty miles this portion of France is a 
vast cemetery. 

We whirled through villages whose 
main streets are lined with blackened 
and broken shells of buildings. At once 
I felt at home. With this sort of thing 
I had grown only too familiar in Bel- 
gium, But here the Germans were care- 
less or in a hurry, for they had left 
many houses standing. In Belgium they 
made a more finished job of it. 


French Confidenée in Army, 
Nothing better illustrated the implicit 


confidence which the French people have 
in their army and in its ultimate suc- 
cess than the fact that in all of the 
towns through which we passed, the 
people are hard at work rebuilding their 
shattered homes, though the strokes of 
their hammers are echoed by the boom 
of German guns. They would not do 
this if they apprehended that there was 
a chance, even a slight chance, of the 
Germans coming back again. 

To me there is something approaching 
the sublime in these impoverished peas- 
ants turning with stout hearts and gsmil- 
ing faces to the rebuilding of these

To these toil-worn, patient men and 
women I lift my hat in respect and ad- 
miration. They, no less than their sons 
and husbands and brothers in the 
trenches, are fighting the battles of 
France. ; 

As we drew nearer to the firing line 
the traditional scarlet trousers and ke- 
pies, still worn by the second line men, 
gave way to the new service uniforms 


of a peculiar bluish gray. There were 


soldiers everyWhere. Every town and 
hamlet through which we passed was 
alive with them. The highways wera 
choked with troops of all arms, dragoons 
with their steel helmets, linen-covered; 
zouaves in baggy red breeches; spahis 
in turbans, and Senagalese in tar- 
booches: chasseurs d' Afrique in sky- 
blue and scarlet; infantry of the line in 
all the shades of blue that can be pro- 
duced. by dyes or by the weather; mile- 
long strings of motor transports, field 
batteries, ambulances, with staring red 
crosses painted on their canvas hoods; 
pontoon trains, balloon corps, all the 
nuts and bolts and springs and screws 
which go to compose what has become 
perhaps the most efficient fighting ma- 
chine the world has ever seen. 

From what I have seen of the French 
army, I am convinced that it has been 
hammered and tempered into a more po- 
tent weapon than was the German army 
last September. Moreover, the human 
element is not lacking. Instead of be- 
ing mere cogs, the French soldiers are 
encouraged to exert their ingenuity and 
to use their brains, and it is the men 
whith brains who are golng to win this 
war. 

When only a short distance in the 
rear of the firing line, at a place which, 
for obvious reasons, shall be nameless, 
we left the cars and proceeded on foot 
down a winding country road, which 
suddenly debouched tn a great saucer- 
shaped valley. The gentle slopes were 
checkered with brown squares of fresh 
plowed fields and the green ones of 
sprouting ones of grain. From beyond 
the nearby ridge came the sullen mutter 
of artillery, and every now and then 
there appeared against the tourquoise 
sky what looked like a patch of cotton- 
wood, but which was really bursting 
shrapnel. 

The far eyd of the valley was filled 
with what &@ppeared at first glance to 
be a low-hanging cioud of gray-blue 
mist, but which resolved itself as we 
drew near into dense masses of troops 
drawn up in review formation—infan- 
try at the left, cavatry at the right, 
guns in the center. I heard much of 
the invisible qualities of the new field 
uniform of the French army, but had 
heretofore believed it inferior to the 
German green-gray. But I have changed 
my mind. At 300 yards 12,000 men could 
scarcely be distinguished from the land- 
scape. The only colorful note was struck 
by the dragoons, who still retain their 
scarlet breeches, blue tunics and horse- 
tailed helmets, though the latter are 
now covered with gray linen. 

At 3 o'clock . rolling cloud of dust 
suddenly appeared on the road from 
Compiegne, and out of it tore a long 
line of military cars, all save one in 
war coats of elephant gray. The ex- 
ception was a low-siung racer, painted 
canary yellow. Tearing at top speed 
up the valley, it came to a sudden stop 
before the center of a mile-long line of 
soldiery. 


Mile of Steer Formed. 
A mile of fighting men stiffened to 


attention, a mile of rifle barrels formed 


a hedge of burnished steel, the drums 
gave the long roll and the 13 ruffles, 
the colors swept the ground, the bands 
burst into the splendid strains of the 
Marseillaise and the little man, gray- 
mustached, gray-bearded and inclined to 
stoutness, but with the unmistakable 
carriage of the soldier, walked briskly 
down the motionless lines. 

I was having the privilege of seeing a 
President of France reviewing a French 
army almost within sight of the inva- 
der. It was under a:most parallel cir- 
cumstances that another President of 
another mighty republic might have re- 
viewed another army, which was also 
fighting the battles of civilization up- 
ward of half a century ago. 

President Poincare is hard to de- 
scribe. He is the only French Presal- 
dent within my memory who looks the 
part of a ruler. In his person is cen- 
tered, as it were, the aspirations of 
France, for he is a native of Lorraine. 
He was Captain of the Alpine Chas- 
seurs in his younger days, and shows 
the result of his military training in his 
bearing. In France they will tell you 
that the President is but the figurehead 
of the ship of state and that he does 
not count, but this President looks to 
me more like the helmsman, and there 
is no doubt but that he counts very 
much, indeed. 

Were you to see him apart from offi- 
cial surroundings you might take him, 
with his air of energy and authority, 
for a great employer. 
from Andrew Carnegie and give him a 
military bearing, and you will have as 
good an idea as I can give you of the 
appearance of the war-time President 
of France. He wore a most curious 
dark blue uniform which was neither 
naval nor military, flat yachting cap 
and coat, buttoned to the neck, riding 
breeches and polished leggins. 

At his right walked Minister of War 
Millerand and at his left Gen. , 
commanding the army, while be- 
hind trailed the brilliant troops in uni- 
forms of blue and green and gray and 
khaki and scarlet. 

After passing down the lines the 
President took his stand in front of ° 
row of grouped standards and a dozen 
officers and men, wo Were to be deco- 
rated for gallantry in action. Thev 
ranged themselves before him. Step- 
ping forward, he pinned to the breast r 
each man the coveted bit of ribbon and 
enamel and kissed him on either cheek, 
while the troops presented arms and the 
massed bands played the anthem. On 
general principles I should think that 
the President would rebel at having to 
kiss so many men, even though they 
are heroes and have been freshly shaved 
for the occasion. 

As the picturesque ceremony Was com- 
pleted the aide-de-camp came running 
toward a group of staff officers witn 
The President 
desires to meet Mon. Powell,” he called. 
A moment later I found myself grasping 
a firm hand and looking into a pair of 
kindly but wonderfully penetrating steal 
gray eyes. 

“These men who are about to pass be- 
fore us, Mon. Powell,” he said, “are not 
of our first’ line. The: are all terri- 
toriais, that is, men above 38 years of 
age. But they are fresh from the 
trenches. They have seen much fight- 
ing. They are ull veterans. You will

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find no finer soldiers anywhere. See 
and judge them for yourself. And bear 
in mind that they are all citizen sol- 
ders,“ 

Topping a rise, they swept down upon 
us in line, column or a moving cloud 
of bluish gray, under sifting, simmering 
and slanting lines of steel. 

Company after company, regiment 
after regiment.and brigade after brig- 
ade swept past, business-like as a trip 
hammer and as resistless as a steam 
roller, moving with mechanical precis- 
ion to the exultant strains of the march 
of the Sambre at Meuse. 

These were the famous Poilus, the 
bearded ones, the men with hair on 
their chests. Their uniforms were not 
immaculate. They were faded by wind 
and rain and sometimes stained with 
blood. On their boots was the mud of 
the battlefields along the Aisne. Fresh 
from the trenches, they were as pink- 
checked as athletes and they marched 
with the bubyancy of men in high spirits 
and in perfect health. Here before me 
was a section of that wall of steel 
which is slowly, but oh, so surely, push- 
ing back the spiked helmets toward the 
Rhine. 

Hard on the heels of the infantry 
o——— QA— 
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came the guns, the famous Seventy- 
fives, half a dozen batteries of them, 
at a spanking trot, beyond all question 
the finest field artillery in the world. 
A little space to let the foot and guns 
get out of the way and then we heard 
the wild and shrill clangor of the cav- 
alry trumpets pealing the charge. Over 
the rise they came, helmeted giants on 
gigantic horses. The earth shook be- 
neath their gallop. The scarlet breech- 
es of the riders gleamed fie in the 
sunlight, horsehair plumes of helmets 
floated out behind. Sword blades, held

“There is a great deat in names. Balzac 
believed in their predestination. Certain 
men triumph in spite of their names; 
others are helped by them. Kitchener 
had no reason to thank his cognomen, 
which is harsh and unmusical, for his 
success, but Joffre is of those who have 
majesty in their names; his is as sol- 
emn and impressive as Jove, as ‘sug- 
gestive as Rodin or Rejane. Joffre well 
suite the man, for he is Olympian in his 
silence and gravity, Olympian also in 
his strange calm. He is of the race of 
supermen, yet he would be the last 
to attribute his success to genius. He 
does not believe in flashes of inspira- 
tien, but in method and hard work. He 
is thé architect of his own fortunes, 
and owes nothing to political influence. 


To him the secret of success has not 
been revealed in a night; it has come 
as the result of infinite pains. In a 
memorable speech a year before the war 
broke out, he said: “You can impro- 


- vise nothing in war,” and he is undoubt-

Sly right, for war, especially modern 
war, is of the essence of preparation. 
t is hardly necessary to insist on the 

periority of the German preparedness 


that was only too apparent in the 
opening phases of the campaign—but 
this was not Joffre’s fault. He had 
been appointed only three years to his 
supreme office when the Germans 
crossed the frontier in August, 1914. 
Since that day he did not forget for 
one single instant his vast responsibili- 
ties; but you cannot, even in three years 
of intense work, supply the place of 
40 years of implacable preparation. 
Gen. Pau Urged His Appointment. 
‘Joffre’s appointment, at the instance 
of Gen. Pau, was the result of an out- 
cry against divided authority. Up to 
that moment, the moment of Agadir, 
poignant in its menace to France, one 
man prepared for war and the other was 
destined to be the leader of the forces 
at the outbreak of hostilities. Obvi- 
ously, this was a bad arrangement. The 
man who prepared for war should be 
the man who made it, and a Ministry 
fell as soon as Parliament realized the 
weakness of the scheme. Then Joffre 
came suddenly to the front. He had 
had always a great reputation amongst 
military men, but, to the general pub- 
lic, he was unknown.

of War, he interpreted the wish and con- 
fidence of all his colleagues, and 80 
Joffre became Chief of the General 
Staff and Generalissimo in time of war. 

“For a period we heard little of him; 
he was content to work quietly in the 
seclusion of his office. Then he set 
the world to chattering with excite- 
ment; the garrison towns knew no sleep 
‘or @ week. Joffre had broken the ca- 
reers of five Generals, who had given 
proof of weakness in the @guthern ma- 
neuvers of 1913. Here i# a man at 
last,“ said the cafe strategist before be- 
ginning his game of manille; “this is 
the chief we need in France. Others 
attacked him violently. A disingenious 
mind discovered that the cashiered Gen- 
erals belonged to one particular school 
of politics, and that school, oddly 
enough, had always claimed Joffre. 
Then the further fact, more astound- 
ing than the first, became. known; that 
Joffre was above politics; it seemed in- 
credible. Being a Republican and a 
Freemason, he had yet dared to dis- 
cipline other Republicans and Free- 
masons! It was stupendous. 


Ridded the Armies of Cliques. 

“Yes, Joffre had proven superior to 
personal and political considerations 
when he came to supreme office; one 
heard no more of cliques and divisions 
in the army. There were no more secret 
cliques of officers who went to maas and 
had their children baptized; there were 
no more confidential reports to Free- 
masions’ lodges of impulsive speeches 
by Colonels suspected of reactionary 
tendencies. The influence of Joffre 
stopped all that, and stopped the in- 
trigues that had been rife more or less 
in the army since the Dreyfus case. The 
parliamentary soldier of the Gen. Andre 
type was invited to carry his politics to 
the corriders of the chamber and leave 
the army free to pursue its work. That 
was the spirit dominating the great or- 
ganization after Joffre had taken hold 
of it, and he showed his utter indiffer- 
ence to mere politics by taking into his 
closest confidence Gens. Pau and De 
Castelnau, both of whom are clerical, 
if not anti-Republican, in. their sympa- 
thies. And Joffre advanced both men in 
the Legion of Honor for their services 
in the field. * * ® 


“Joffre has immense capacity for si- 
lence. He is as silent as Wiliam of 
Orange, without his gloom, His taci- 
turnity suggests confidence in himself, 
which ig the best method of imparting 
it to others. Instinctively his staff looks 
to him for great decisions, instinctively 
it feels that each crisis will find him 
ready to meet it. He rejoices in re- 
sponsibility. Someone who watched him 
closely at work when the great task of 
repelling the invader from the soll of 
France was first begun declared that his 
calm was staggering. The greatest dif- 
ficulties cannot upset it, and the greater 
the danger the clearer his faculties seem 
to become. He is as unaffected by the 
roar of cannon and the complexities 
of everchanging problems as if he were 
working out a war game in time of 
peace in the seclusion of his office at 
the Invalides. 


Guards His Health Closely. 

“A great deal of this mental poise is 
due to the care he takes of his physical 
state. He believes in the mens sana in 
corpore sano. For years he has de- 
liberately prepared himself for the hard- 
ships of an exhausting campaign. He 
rises early; at 6 o’clock he arouses his 
household. An hour later, he and his 
two young daughters are galloping in 
the alleys of the Bois. This morning 
exercise keeps him fit and counteracts 
the long hours passed in office work. 
He retires to bed early, save when he 
is absorbed in a book, and then a quiet 
and discreet hand—the hand of his be- 
loved wife, who is an traordinary 
help to him and even, they say, an au- 
thority on tactics—extinguishes the lamp 
at midnight that he may have at least 
six hours’ sleep. He does not care for 
the theater and prefers his books. His 
pleasure is in the society of his wife and 
daughters; the young people's galety fills 
the house. This — of war is a fam- 
ily man, living a retzred life. On cam- 
paign he resists the temptation to over- 
work, and refuses to depart from his 


simple and wholesome habits. He stil! 
retires to bed at 10 o’clock, to a lullaby 
of cannon. At dawn he is afoot again 
und has begun his day’s work. Not 
even the Grand Conde, on the eve of 
Rocroy, sleeps more soundly than he: 
this is one of the screts of his suc- 
cess. © © ° 

Though he has a temperament of steel. 
as becomeg the silent man, the Gener- 
alissimo is extraordinarily humanitari- 
an. This again seems a contradiction. 
He wishes to save lives. This character- 
istic distinguishes him from German 
commanders, who throw their men mer- 
cilessly against exposed positions, with 
no thought of the cost. Joffre will not 
throw away a man if he can avoid it— 
he has the true French sense of econ- 
omy-—and thus we have a long-drawn- 
cut and painfully persistent scheme of 
fighting, resembling a chess match, in 
which the players move from square 
to square, sacrificing pawns, capturing 
this plece and that, until, by some clever 
final move, the king is cornered and a 
checkmate declared. Joffre’s way is 
not to hurl masses against strong en- 
trenchments, but to wear out the enemy 
by a constant series of attacks, clinging 
to him, engaging him, holding him. 
When the proper moment comes he at- 
tacks with force and fierceness. One 
must not forget that he is a French- 
man, and therefore naturally given to 
the offensive. He realizes that his 
countrymen are adapted by ‘tempera, 
ment to attack and pursuit rather than 
to fighting a dogged, sullen battle of re- 
sistance. But he has mastered his na- 
tural inclination for vigorous tactics in 
favor of those wearing processes where- 
by an enemy is slowly and relentless- 
ly reduced. 

Sent Reinforcements in Taxicabs. 

His tactics at the battle of the Marne 
were of this order and are very inter- 
esting. The Franco-English armies had 
been in retreat from the Belgian fron- 
tier. They had marched away at great 
speed and continued to refuse battle up 
to a point perilously near Paris. Then 
when the enemy swept across the north- 
ern suburbs of the capital to the south- 
east, thanks mainiy to the presence 
of large reserves in front of them, Joffre 
suddenly changed his attitude. He 
caught hold of Von Kluck's army corps, 
and pressed it so firmly that it was 
forced to retreat to save itself from en- 
velopment. Joffre had bided his time, 
he had remarked the fatigue of the en- 
emy, and this movement from the north 
of Paris gave him just the opportunity

GERMAN INDUSTRIES REAPING 
BIG DIVIDENDS THROUGH WAR 


Ammunition Factories. Make Forty 
Per Cent; Rubber Factory Saved 
From Going Into Bankruptcy. 


AMSTERDAM, May 1.—The German 


which doubled their capital last year, 
are declaring a dividend of 20 per cent, 
as compared with 32 per cent for the 
vear 1913.

and fresh army based upon Paris itself. 
When the full history of the battle of 
the Marne comes to be written, one will 
give a large amount of credit to Joffre’s 
able lieutenant, Gen. Manoury, who 
was in charge of the Paris army and 
moved it out at the psychological mo- 
ment to turn the foe. His transportation 
scheme was the happiest in the war, 
for he employed 1100 taxicabs, which car- 
ried the army to the front, and in those 
taxicabs the soldiers ate and slept until 
the moment came to begin the battle. 
Picture the amazement of the Germans, 
who had believed that the French were 
completely demoralized and were lack- 
ing in resources, moral and material. 
Jof fre's plan is always to have plenty 
of force in reserve; it is one of the signs 
of his superiority. * * * 

“Joffre suggests the comfortable farm- 
er type rather than the traditional sol- 
dier. There is nothing about his ap- 
pearance or methods to excite the en- 
thusiasm of the crowd. In civil or mil- 
itary dress he is not smart, but merely 
neat. His figure is solid and robust 
and not built on sculptural lfmes; the 
neck is immensely strong; the nose 
broad, with wide nostrils; the mouth 
firm and hidden by a white moustache;

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UNGE FINDER FOR 
AUSTRIAN GUNS 


Famous Violinist Located Rus- 
sian Batteries by Shriek of 
Their Shells. 


How Fritz Kreisler’s finely attuned ear 
was used as a range finder by an Aus- 
trian General to determine the location 
of Russian guns is graphically described 
by the celebrated violinist in a highly 


entertaining little book, “Four Weeks 
in the Trenches,’ of which ne is the 
author and of which the Houghton- Mif- 
Hin Co. of Boston is the publisher. Aft- 
er a month at the front, he was wound- 
ed in the right thigh by a Russian 
lance. Being permanently disabled, he 
Was permitted to come to America for 
his concert tour. 

A great part of the little volume is 
an elaboration of the incidents recorded 
in the letters he wrote for a Vienna 
paper and which were reproduced in 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine of 
Nov. 1 last. But the story of how accu- 
rately his ear, trained to respond to the 
delicate vibration of violin strings, was 
able to judge by their shrieking and 
tearing sounds the distance and the lo- 
cation from which the shells of the 
Russian heavy guns had come is new. 
He discovered this faculty shortly after 
he went into.action the first time. He 
writes: 

“By this time, however, shrapnel 
had almost ceased to be a source of 
concern to us and we scarcely paid 
any attention to it. Human nerves 
quickly get accustomed to the most 
unusual conditions and circumstances 
and I noticed that quite a number of 
men actually fall asleep from sheer 
exhaustion in the trenches, in spite 
of the roaring of the cannon about us 
and the whiazing of shrapnel over 
our heads. 


Whine Key to Shell’s Origin. 
J, too, soon got accustomed to the 


deadly Bers wee Ae fact, I had al- 
ready * to make observations 
of their culiarities. My ear, accus- 
tomed to differentiate sounds of all 
kinds, had some time ago, while we 
still advanced, noted a remerkable 
discrepancy in the pecullar whine 
produced by the -different shells in 
their rapid flight through the air as 
they passed over our heads, some 
sounding shrill, with a rising tend- 
ency, and others rather dull, with a 
falling cadence. 

“A short observation revealed the 
fact that the passing of a dull-sound- 
ing shell was invariably preceded by 
a flash from one of our own cannons 
in the rear of the hill, which conclu- 
sively proved it to be an Austrian 
shell. It must be understood that as 
we were advancing between the posi- 
tions of the Austrian and Russian ar- 
tillery, both kinds of shell were pass- 
ing over our heads. As we advanced 
the differences between shrill and dull 
shell grew less and less perceptible, 
until I could hardly tell them apart. 
Upon nearing the hill the differ- 
ence increased again more and more 
until on the hill itself it was very 
marked. 

“After our trench was finished I 
crawled to the top of the hill until 1 
could make out the flash of the Rus- 
sian guns on the opposite heights 
and by timing flash and actual pass- 
ing of the shell, found to my aston- 
ishment that now the Russian mis- 
siles had become dull, while on the 
other hand, the shrill shell was in- 
variably heralded by a flash from 
one of our guns, now far in the rear. 
What had happened was this: 

His Ear Used as Range Finder. 

“Every shell describes in its course a 
parabolic line, with the first half of 
the curve being ascending and the sec- 
ond one descending. Apparently in the 
first half of its curve, that is, its course 
while. ascending, the shell produced a 
dull “whine, accompanied by a dull ca- 
‘dence, which changes to a rising shrill 
as soon as the acme has been reached 
and the curve points downward again. 
The acme for both kinds of shell nat- 
urally was exactly half the distance 
Letween the Russian and Austrian artil- 
lery, and this was the point where I had 
noticed that the difference was the least 
marked. 

“A few days later in talking over my 
observation with an artillery officer, 1 
was told the fact was known that the 
shells sounded different.going up than 
when coming down, but this knowledge 
was not used for practical purposes. 
When I told him that I could actually 
determine by the sound the exact place 
where a shell coming from the opposing 
batteries was reaching its acme, he 
thought that this would be of great 
value in a case where the position of the 
opposing battery was hidden and thus 
could be located. He apparently spoke 
to his commander «shout. me, for a few 
days later I was seat on a reconnoiter- 
ing tour, with the object of marking on 
the map the exact spot where I thought 
the hostile shells were reaching their 
acme, and it was later on reported to 
me that I had succeeded in giving our 
batteries the almost exact range of the 
Russian guns. I have gone into this 
matter at some length, because it is the 
only instance where my musical ear was 
of value during my service.“ 

Kreisler was greatly impressed with 


the utter lack of hatred between the 


Russians and the Austrians, though they 
were exerting every effort to kill each

No Hatred Among the Troops. 
“It was there and then (in his first 
trench) that I made a curious observa- 
tion. After the second day we had

He was 
frequently shot at, but never hit, Then 
he grew bolder, showing himself longer 
and longer, until finally he jumped out 
cf the trench altogether, shouting to 
us wildly. and waving his cap, His 
f00d-humored joluty and bravado ap- 
pealed to our boys and none of them 
attempted to shoot at him while he

Willlams’ College. 

The President came to Williamstown, 
despite pressing public business, to take 
part in planting a baby'' tree for his 
grandson, late this afternoon and to act 
as one of his godfathers at the christen- 
ing ceremonies tomorrow. 

Mr. Wilson will leave for Washington 
tomorrow afternoon, ariving there Mon- 
day morning. Virtually the entire col- 
lege population of Williamstown was at 
the station to welcome the President, 
who was accompanied by his daughter, 
Miss Margaret Wilson, his cousin, Miss 
Helen Woodrow Bones and his naval 
aide and physician, Dr. Grayson. 

Soon after the arrival at Williams- 
town the entire family party, with 
President Harry A. Garfield of Williams 
College, and Mrs. Garfield and the Rev. 
J. F. Carter, gathered on the lawn of 
the Sayre home agd planted a small 
walnut tree presented to Baby Sayre by 
Mr. Garfield. The President joined in 
the laughter when the baby firmly 
grasped the tree with both hands and 
seemed to be attempting to take it from 
his father. It was the first time the 
President had seen the baby since short- 
ly after his birth at the White House. 

The christening tomorrow will be in 
St. John’s Protestant Episcopal Ohurch 
at 2:30 o’clock and will be strictly pri- 
vate.

AND ALLIES Ha 
UNDERSTANDING 


St. Louis Author of ‘“‘Pan-Ger- 
manism”’ Holds Statement in 
Book Is Proven by Events. 


Dispatches from New York yesterday 
reported that Frederick F. Schrader, 2 
writer for the Fatherland, a pro-Ger- 
man war periodical, nad asserted in an 
article to be printed in the issue of May 
5 that the United States was in secret 
alliance with Great Britain. He based 
this assertion, the dispatch said, chiefly 
on a statement by Prof. Roland G. Ush- 


er of St. Louis in hts book, Pan-Ger- 
manism.“ 
Schrader, in his article, is said to 


have declared that Usher had authori- 
tative knowledge of the fact of an al- 
liance, having obtained this knowledg 
from Charles W. Eliot, president eme- 
ritus of Harvard University, who had in 
turn obtained it from Theodore Roose- 
velt. 

Prof. Usher told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday thar he did not get his 
information from Dr. Eliot or from 
Roosevelt. He said he did not care to 
say where he did get it, but he added 
that it was suffictent basis for the 
statement in ‘“Pan-Germanism,” an, 
which he holds has deen demonstrated 
by events to be true. 

The statement in question, as it ap- 
pears in the book, ts: 

“Once the magnitude of Pan-German- 
ism dawned on the English and French 
diplomats, they realized the necessity 
of strengthening their position, and 
therefore made overtures to the United 
States, which resulted, probably before 
the summer of the year 1897, in an un- 
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that no papers of any sort were signed, 
and that no pledges were given which 
circumstances would not justify any 
one of the contracting parties in deny- 
ing or possibly repudiating. Neverthe- 
less, an understanding was reached that 
in case of a war begun by Germany or 
Austria for the purpose of executing 
Pan-Germanism, the United States 
would promptly declare in favor of En- 
giand and France and would do her ut- 
most to assist them. * * The all- 
ance, for it was nothing less, was based 
on infinitely firmer ground than written 
words * the situation, geograph- 
ic, economic and political, of the con- 
tracting nations which made such agree- 
ment mutually advantageous to them 
all.“ 

Prof. Usher declared that one of the 
events, since the paragraph was written, 
that tended to prove its correctness was 
the action of Great Britain in relin- 
quishing naval control of the Gulf cf 
Mexico to the United States. 

At present, he said, the United States 
Government is able, while strictly fol- 
lowing precedents, to aid the allies by 
the sale of munitions of war. Rut if che 
United States, in order to ald the allies, 
had to break precedents, Prof. Usher 
declared his belief that it would go 
ahead and break them. 

“The alliance between this country 
and England,” he sid, is just the 
sort of alliance which England always 
has. England’s alliance with France 
was hardly any closer, for France never 
knew, until Britain declared war, what 
Britain was going to do. England does 
not exchange promises—ngland oaly 
comes to an understanding as to mutual 
interests. Our understanding with En- 
gland did not require us to go to war. 
If it had required this, we would hav 
been getting ready for war in the mean- 
time—a thing we have not done.“

Charge Against Nicholls in Case 
of Deal to Build an Apartment 


The embezzlement charge on which 
Nicholls was indicted was made by 
John B. Westermayer of 3615 Juniata 
street. Westermayer’s charge, as 
oytlined to the grand jury, set forth 
the following state of facts: 

Early in 1913, the Ashdown Realty 
Co. desired to improve a vacant lit 
in Nina place, Parkview, which it 
owned, with an apartment house to 
cost $8500, For this purpose, the 
Ashdown company executed a deed 
of trust for $8500 on the lot, cover- 
ing the intended building as well, 
and placed it in Nicholl’s hands, to 
be sold at a commission of 2 1-2 per 
cent, for Nicholls’ services in raising 
the money, and in distributing it for 
the apartment house, according to 
specified plans. 

Nicholls, acting for the Nicholls- 
Ritter-Goodnow Co., sold this deed to 
Westermayer, it is alleged, taking a 


$4000, of unquestioned value, in pay- 
ment. Nicholls paid out $1500 or 
$1600 on the building, and then ceased 
to make payments for this purpose. 
This left a balance 6f $7000 received 
from Westermayer and not expended 
for the building, and this $7000 Nich- 
olle is now charged with having em- 
bezzled. 
Nicholls’ View of Case. 
Nicholls, in a signed statement is- 
sued a few days ago as to the West- 
said that the 
reason for his failure to continue 
making the payments on the building 
‘was the closing of his place of busi- 
ness by a Constable last June, and 
the ensuing bankruptcy proceedings. 
He suggested that Westermayer’s 


‘against the Nicholls-Ritter-Goodnow 
Co., and Nicholls and Ritter person- 
ally. 

The view taken by the Circuit At-

Goodnow had withdrawn before that 
time) went into bankruptcy last June, 
with debts of $300,000 and assets which 
were variously estimated from $29.55 to 
$5000. E, P. V. Ritter, the other member 
of the firm, who was in New York, has 
not since visited St. Louis. The grand 
jury made a partial inquiry into the 
company’s affairs after its condition had 
been shown in the Federal Court bank- 
ruptey proceedings, but no action re- 
sulted. 

The Frederick expose of three weeks 
ago, and the inquiry which it started in 
other cases, are believed to have been 
the chief cause of the renewal of com- 
plaints against Nicholls. 

Nicholls was formerly an elder in the 
Grand avenue (now the Westminster) 
Presbyterian Church, but he resigned 
this position after the bankruptcy case 
had given publicity to his business af- 
fairs. He was for years superintendent 
of the Sunday school there, and taught 
a Bible class.

PEKIN, May 2 (Sunday). — China has 
replied to the Japanese demands in a 


note which, while complying with some 
of the demands, definitely refused to 
accede to others, including’ the most 
important embodied in what is known 
as group 6. 

China also has furnished to the Jap- 
anese Minister, Eki Hioki, a list of 
further concessions which she is will- 
ing to grant, but after perusing the note 
and the list Hioki declared that it was 
far from complying with the 24 de- 
mands as presented by his Government. 

This action was taken after President 
Yuan Shi Kal had thoroughly discussed 
the entire situation with the members 
of his Cabinet and his advisers since 
last Monday. ; 

The Chinese plenipotentiaries met the 
Japanese plenipotentiaries by arrange- 
ment yesterday at the Foreign Office 
and presented China's reply, which, in- 
substance, refused the so-called ‘‘gen- 
eral demands” of Japan. 

Maximum Concessions. 

Hioki asked whether these were 
China’s maximum, concessions, and then 
whether he should cable his Govern- 
ment. Lu Cheng-Hsiang, the Chinese 
Foreign Minister, replied that these 
were China’s maximum concessions and 
that the Japanese Minister could so in- 
form his Government. 

The conference terminated with neith- 
er the Japanese nor Chinese asking for 
another meeting. Should the Japanese 
Government now present an ultimatum 
or occupy more territory in China, it 
is intimated that the Chinese probably 
would appeal to the four Powers which 
are pledged to China’s independence. 

On perceiving that the Chinese re- 
ply failed to agree to the demands of 
his Government, the Jaapnese Minis- 
ter declared the withdrawal of Japan's 
proposal to return to China Tsingtau, 
which was conditioned on China’s defer- 
ring no longer the acceptance of Japan’s 
demands. 

The Chinese note briefly recites the 
history of the negotiatiyns. It denies 
Japan's charge that China as displayed 
procrastination and delayed the confer- 
ences by disputii g various points, and 
also the charges of Chinese insincerity 
and unfriendliness. It further denies 
that China is conducting a newspaper

mon tcampaign abroad. These were the rea- 


sons the Japanese plenipotentiaries gave 
for presenting their latest list of 24 de- 


mands as a preliminary to an ultima- 


tum. 
Counter Proposals Made. 

The list of concessions is in the nature 
of counter proposals. China asks the 
right to participate in an international 
conference in which the altered status 
cf Shantung will be rearranged, indem- 
nity for the losses incurred in conse- 
quence of the Tsingtau campaign and 
also restoration of its status as before 
the war. These three requests are re- 
peated from China's original counter- 
proposals. China offers further con- 
cessions wifh respect to Manchuria, al- 


most meeting the Japanese demands. 


China accedes to three of the four de- 
mands regarding Mongolia, namely tho 
opening of treaty ports, preference in 
railway loans and the non-pledging of 
‘ocal taxes. The agricultural demand 
is rejected. 

Respect the Hanyehping com- 
pany, China agrees that, pending the 
eventual formation of a Chino-Japancese 
company, the Government cannot make 
the company state-owned or borrow for- 
eign capital for the repayment of the 
Japanese loan. The Chinese understand 
that this is acceptable to Japan. China 
rejects the fifth group with the excep- 
tion of the modified Fukien demand, ot. 
fering in this connection a separate 
note, intended to meet Japan’s wishes, 
ny pledging that no foreigners shall re- 
celve coastal concessions or contracts 
without Japan’s consent.

WASHINGTON, May 1—Rejection by 
China of the so-called ‘‘general group“ 
of the Japanese demands occasioned lit- 
tle surprise in official quarters here.

HIS ALLEGIANCE 
IS TO TURKEY 


Says British Ordered Him to 
Go to Italy Until After 
War and He Refused—As- 
serts His People Want 
Freedom.

VIENNA, via The Hague, May 1.— 
Abbas Hilmi Pasha, who was deposed 


as Khedive of Egypt by the British: 
at the outbreak of the war, does not 
consider himself an ex-Khedive. He 
told me today he had not abdicated 
and was the rightful ruler. He de- 
nied Great Britain’s right to depose 
him and said Egypt still dreamed of 
freedom. At present his allegiance 
is to Turkey, not to Great Britain, 
and to have espoused the cause of 
the latter against the Sultan would 
have been treason. Abbas Hilmi 
Pasha is living here at the Imperial 
Hotel. He is delightfully democratic, 
speaks English fluently and is an 
altogether pleasing man to interview. 
Through the aid of a friend, for 
many years in the Egyptian service, 
I was enabled to meet him today. 
Emphatically denying a report that 
the British Government had at any 
time requested him to return to 
Egypt or that he had refused to 
comply with such request, this late 
successor to the Pharaoahs, Abbas 
Hilma Pasha, told me for the first 
time something about the break be- 
tween himself and the British. He 
was attired in a plain business suit 
and there was nothing about him in- 
dieative of the ruler of the land of 
the Sphinx and the pyramids. His 
appearance was rather that of a keen 
and successful business man.

“How does it come that Your High- 
ness is in Vienna instead of Cairo?“ I 
asked. I was in Constantinople, recoy- 
ering from a wound inflicted by a would- 
be assassin when the war broke out. 1 
intended leaving immediately for Egypt, 
but the English advised me not to hurry 
back, that everything in Egypt was 
quiet, that the weather was too hot in 
Cairo to make it advisable for me to

“When it became evident that Turkey 
would become involved in the war, Sir 
Lewis Mallet, British Ambassador at 
Constantinople, informed me I should 
leave Constantinople, but not to return 
to Cairo. He insisted I must go to Italy 
and remain there during the war. 1 
asked why not Switzerland or elsewhere, 
but he said no, I must go and remain in 
Italy. 

“England not only. wanted me out of 


go to Italy. I refused. That caused the 


instead of my palace at Cairo.” 
Hag Not Abdicated, He Says. 

The Khedive seemed disinclined to say 
what motives actuated England in not 
wanting him to return to Cairo during 
the war. I am telling you the facts in 
the case, he continued. “England can 
best answer for herself as to the reasons 
for her wrongful action toward me.” 

“Is it to be understood that Your 
Highness has abdicated?” I asked. 

No, sir, I have neither abdicated nor 


my children to the throne of Egypt,” he 
declared with much emphasis. “I have 


owed allegiance and fealty to the Sultan 
of Turkey, of whom Egypt is a depend- 
ancy. It was right I should go to 
Turkey in this war. Racially and in re- 
ligion Egypt is part of the Turkish em- 
pire. 
against the Turkish sovereignty. Egypt 
has been autonomous to the point of 
almost practical independence. 


Turkey to encroach on the independence, 
rights and liberties. On the contrary, 
the Turkish Sultans from time to time 
increased rather than decreased those 
rights, liberties and autonomy that 
Egypt enjoyed.“ 

Do you recognize the right of the 
English to depose you and declare your 
throne vacant?“ 

“I do not. I have always been con- 
sidered and treated as an independent 
sovereign, with all the honors attached 
thereto. I was so received and honored 
by other sovereigns whom I have vis- 
ited. I had the right to confer honors 
and decorations on others, given me for 
that purpose by the Sultan. 

Right of Might, He Asserts. 

Through my Ministers I dealt direct 
with other sovereigns, and I cannot, 
therefore, see by what standpoint of 
right, if we speak of right, that the En- 
glish can depose me. That right is 
merely the right of might in this case.”’ 

Has Your Highness any hope of get- 
ting back the throne of Egypt?!“ 

“This war is not an Egyptian ques- 
tion, but a great general European ques- 


by way of polite evasion. 

I asked if the Egyptians were happy, 
contented and satisfied under British 
rule or if there was feeling against the 
English. He said: 

It is natural that the Egyptians de- 
sire freedom, and that this feeling finds 
expression. Egypt, like every other 
country, prefers being free from foreign 
domination. Since 1882 the Egyptians 
have had to pay the cost of British army 
occupation.”’ 

The ex-Khedive was disinclined 
further to discuss political conditions in 
Egypt, but started to talk about the re- 
lations between Egypt and America. 

Americans Welcome Visitors, 
“Americans are among our most 
welcome visitors,” he said. “It was 
the mission sent to America by my 
great - grandfather which first 
brought cotton to Egypt. The first 
instructions given our modern Egyp- 
tian army was by American army of- 
ficers. The uniform which the Egyp- 
tian army wears we call our Amer- 
ican uniform because it still largely 
consists of designs by the American 
instructors of those days. 

“In our irrigation system we owe 
much to American engineers, many 
of whom came to the Nile to study 
and also to introduce their ideas 
brought from America.

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FREDERICK FRAUD 


The Rev. John H. Nollau of 
Waterloo, III., Has Only 
Salary Left. 


The Rev. John H. Nollau, 62 years old, 
for the last 30 years pastor of the Evan- 
gelica? Church at Waterloo, III., it was 


learned by the Post-Dispatch last night, 
lost approximately $8200, representing the 
savings of a lifetime, through invest- 
ments in real estate deeds of trust 
bought from A. H. Frederick, who is 
serving a 10-year sentence in the State 
penitentiary for forgery in the first de- 
gree. 

An account of his loss was confirmed 
by officials of the State National Bank 
of Waterloo, who, at the time of the ex- 
posure of Frederick’s fraudulent. trans- 
actions, investigated four deeds of trust 
held by the Rev. Mr. Nollau on St. 
Louls property and found them to be 
worthless. The action of the bank in 
this matter led to the erroneous report 
at the time of the Frederick inquiry that 
the bank was the loser to the amount of 
$8200. 

Left Virtually Penniless. 

The Rev. Mr. Nollau is in Addieville, 
III., attending a church convention, and 
could not be reached by a reporter. His 
son, Armin Nollau, and his wife, how- 
ever, ‘confirmed his loss, and said that 
he was left penniless except for his 
salary as minister at a time when he 
will soon be forced to give up his pas- 
torate because of failing sight. 

Before going to Waterloo the Rev. Mr. 
Nollau was pastor of St. Mark’s Evan- 
gelical Church at Soulard and Jackson 
streets, St. Louis, where Frederick's 
father was a member of his congrega- 


tion. Frederick, members of the min- 


ister’s family said, grew wp In that 
church, and his brother, Charles, was 
confirmed there. Mr. Nellau at that 
time was well known in &t. Louis. 
Shortly prior to 1908 the clergyman and 
his family had saved a few thousand 
dollars and then one of his sons died, 
leaving insurance which brought the to- 


| tat to about $8200. 
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ceedingly economical living on the part 
of all members of the family, they said 
last night, to lay aside from a minister’s 
salary this little sum for a rainy day. 
Had Confidence in Frederick, 

The Rev. Mr. Nallau decided to invest 
the sum through Frederick because he 
had known him from boyhood and had 
the greatest confidence in him. He 
bought four deeds of trust on St. Louis 
property, one for $2400, one for $2200, and 
two others representing the balance of 
the investment, but the amounts of 
each could not be learned last night. 
The minister received his interest regu- 
larly, going in person to Frederick’s of- 
fice to collect. 

The last time Mr. Nollau visited 
Frederick’s office was shortly before 
the exposure of the latter’s frauds, 
when he collected his interest. 

“I am growing blind and soon will 
have to send my daughter Clara to 
collect the interest,” the pastor is 
said to have told Frederick at that 
time. 

Was Told Not to Worry, 

Frederick told him not to worry, 
as the money would be paid to the 
daughter, who is a grown young 
woman, without any trouble. ‘The 
income from these investments has 
been expended liberally by the 
preacher and his family for charity 
and living expenses, as it was re- 
ceived. 

Members of the family said the 
minister has had an operation on one 
eye and can not see well out of the 
other. He can hardly read his Bible 
and has to memorize the texts for his 
Sunday sermons. He feels that his 
eyesight will soon give way entirely, 
and that he ‘will have to give up the 
ministry. He had no suspicion of 
any irregularity in Frederick’s trans- 
actions until the exposure was made 
by the Post-Dispatch,

Dr. William Crawford Gorgas, Sur- 
geon-General of the U. 8. Army, told 84 
members of the St. Louis branch of the 
Medical Reserve Corps, U. S. Army, at 


a banquet at the St. Louis Club last 
night, what they would have to do in 
case the United States should go to war. 

Dr. Harvey C. Mudd, who acted as 
toastmaster, is president of the St. Louis 
branch, and Dr. W. C. G. Kirchner 
is vice-president.

HARD TO FIND FATHERS 
Dean of Colchester Declares the 
Condition Has Been Grossly 

Exaggerated. |

and New York World. 
LONDON, May 1.—A severe geaction 


of public sentiment on the “war ba- 
blies“ problem has set in. The public 
sense of morality was nearly stamped 
out at first by the appealing guise in 
which the question was presented. The 


Protestant church authorities have 


poured cold water on the encourage- 
ment and endowment of moral laxity in 
the nation because it is at war. 

The Bishop of Oxford, one of the 
most eminent Anglican divines, says: 
The controversy indicates à very 
widespread laxity of sentiment and 
feelings with regard to sexual matters. 
I do not doubt in the least that of the 
two vices, intemperance and sexual im- 
morality, thé latter is working incom- 
parably greater havoc. There is also 
an extraordinary and almost universal 
laxity with regard to the sanctity of the 
marriage tie. 

Opposed to “Free Love.” 

The Bishop of Chelmsford enters his 
protest against newspapers with im- 
mense circulations using the present 
moment of stress and strain for the 
purpose of strongly advocating free 
love.” 

The Dean of Colchester avers that the 
threatening ‘‘war baby’’ problem has 
been grossly exaggerated. “I was told, 
he said, ‘that there was 200 in my dis- 
trict; I found there were two.“ 

Roman Catholic authorities have re- 
fused to make any announcement on 
th€ subject, relying en the normal work 
of their priesthood to maintain the mo- 
rality of their flock. 

Premier Asquith extinguished, in a 
sentence, Ronald McNeill’s suggestion 
that men at the front who had left 
prospective or actual war babies” at 
home should be married by proxy and 
not a voice was raised in the House of 
Commons in defense of the novel sug- 
gestion which, even if otherwise accet- 
able, would be utterly impracticable, 
it is thought, to carry out. McNeill said 
he also favored a general edict of for- 
giveness from the pulpits which would 
remove the stigma from the ‘‘war ba- 
blies.“ 

Tarew a Book at Churchill. 

McNeill hitherto was known to fame 


only as the Orange member who flung 
a book across the floor of the House of 
Commons at Winston Churchill during 
a parliamentary scene. His aim was de- 
fective. He has failed to offer any ver- 
ification of his astounding assertion 
that, to his knowledge, there are 2000 
war babies expected in one borough, 
though he has vaguely hinted that it is 
on the border between England and 
Scotland. 

Meantime, it is heard from military 
and other observers that the war ba- 
blies“ campaign has had a bad effect. 

It is an emotional time in thesę is- 
lands and the fascination of the soldier 
for the maid is stirred to its fullest ex 
pression. In some camps in the neigh- 
borhood of big towns and popular sea- 
side resorts, the commanding officers 
have given timely words of counsel to 
their men. 


Editor's View of Problem.

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FRANKLIN LAND AT 
TWICE PRICE ASKED 


Committee Agreed to Sell for 
$300,000 — Worth $680,- 
000, One Man Says. 


Land dealers testifying yesterday in 
the United States District Court in the 
injunction suit brought by the First 
National Bank of Madison, III., against 
John E. Franklin, former president of 
the Bankers! Trust Co., and the Com- 
mittee of Creditors who have taken over 
his affairs, set values ranging as high 
as $680,000 on 8500 acres in Pe:miscot 
County, Mo., which the committee un- 
derteok to sell for $00,000 to William 
McGinley of Decatur, III. 

The plaintiff, one of Franklin's cred- 
itors, is sceking to enjoin the committee 
from consummating the sale, on the 
ground that the price obtained is too 
small, and to have the United States 
District Court take Franklin's affairs 
out of the hamds of the committee and 
administer them under the bankruptcy 
laws.

Under the arrangement made, McGin- 
ley paid $25,000 in cash and gave notes 
for the remaining $275,000.

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ing, when the temperature was sharply 
cold, which prevents the free vaporizing 
of the gasoline, and heavy wind was 
encountered all the way, which to some 
extent prevented coasting down hill and 
the rain of the night before had left the 
roads in a heavy condition. 

In spite of the handicaps noted the 
car made the round trip from King’s 
highway and Lindell boulevards, to 
Kerr’s Mill road,in St. Louis County, 
and return. The last stroke of the engine 
as the last drop of gasoline went 
through the carburetor was just west 
of the Clayton road entrance to Forest 
Park. 

The run out showed better results from 
the gasoline used than the return trip, 
but the total mileage at the end of the 
trip as certified to by the observers was 
36.9 miles for the gallon. 


The test was carried out with great 
fairness. In order to get actual distance, 
an auxilliary can was suspended at the 
left if the car at the hood, which was 
filled with a certified gallon of gaso- 
line. This tank communicated directly 
with the carburetor and there was no 
other gasoline in the car. At the end of 
the run the tank was again filled and 
the car was driven to Skinker road and 


Lindell drive, where the speedometer 
was tested over the two miles between 
that point and the lamp post at King’s 
highway and Lindell drive. It was 
found to be accurate. It was also test- 
ed simultaneously with the speedometer 
of another Franklin car and found cor- 
rect. 

A feature’of the test was the remark- 
able driving of Joseph B. Dryer, who 
took advantage of every factor which 
would assist to give longer mileage to 
the single gallon of gasoline carried, but 
who drove the car rapidly throughout 
the trip. The start was made at 7:48 a. 
m., and the car was back in St. Louis 
and the speedometer test finished by 10 
a. m. 


Another Franklin car, driven by Sales 
Manager Wolffe of the Franklin Auto 
& Supply Co., accompanied the test car 
to give aid if needed and to clear the 
road of obstructing teams or road ma- 
chinery 

The gasoline was purchased from the 
filling station of the Standard Oil Co. 
at 3424 Locust street, and was their reg- 
ular Red Crown grade, taken directly 
from the filling tank. At the end of the 
trip the car was put on a public scale 
and was found to weigh, without pas-

sengers, 2720 pounds.

The result of the test was wired to the

Right Sort of Tools, Proper Di- 
rections and Common Sense 
the Only Essentials. 


Roosters and the little or no profi 
received from them when sold as such 
was the reason for my trying caponit- 
ing. Although IT raise standard-bred 


chickens 4nd have heretofore kept the 
vest cockerels to sell for breeders, the 
prices received were not satisfactory 
and they were more often sold at a 
loss, as I had to keep many of then 
most of the winter before there we'e 
calls for them. Unless one has yaris 
to keep them separate from the rest of 
the flock there is no bigger nuisance 
in the poultry yard than a bunch cf 
nusky cockerels, and the loss from fer- 
(lle eggs sold during the summer has 
to be laid at their door. 

finally decided to get a set of tools 
and make a try of caponizing, but the 
question as to what were the best kind 
of tools was one I have since found to 
be very. important. I decided on the 
automatic safe tools and sent in my or- 
der for the No. 10 set. After using these 
tools for two years I find that I maie 
no mistake. 

As I am a cripple and confined to a 
wheel chair, I haven't much to do, sv 
after the tools came I studied the di- 
rections closely. I had only five cock- 
erels that were the right size to ca- 
ponize at that time, they being abovt 
ihe size of a quail and weighing about 
iwo pounds. I think this is a good size 
for a beginner, as the organs can be 
seen plainer than when they are small- 
er, but after operating on a few and 
the position of the organ to be removed 
lp fixed in mind, I believe a more suc- 
cessful operation can be secured when 
the birds are smaller. 

Thirty-six hours before caponizing the 
cockerels, I had them penned up in a 
dark, well-ventilated coop, without feed 
or water, so that their iatestines would 
be empty. And keep out of the way 
when the operation is on. They don’t 
seem to suffer from the long fast. 

In preparing to work I used a couple of 
halves of a brick to weigh the bird still, 
and laid a wide board across the arms 
of my chair for an operating table. I 
picked off a few feathers in front of the 
hip joint, then made an opening with a 
sharp knife that comes with the tools, 
between the last two ribs. Next I in- 
serted the humane spreader and opened 
it about one-half to three-fourths of an 
inch. Then I came to a thin skin that 
had to be torn open, and about the first 
thing I saw was a small yellowish ob- 
ject about the shape of a bean, which 
was the organ to be removed, and I took 
it out according to directions. The auto- 
matic safe remover loops, placed over 
the organ, will close automatically and 
will safely grasp the organ without 
catching hold of the large blood vessel 
that lies directly back of the organ. 
This is practically the only place in 


After removing the first organ I turned 
the bird over and repeated the operation 
on the other side, finishing a successful 
operation. I never sew up the opening. 
for when the bird is standing it is under 
the wind and will heal over by the next 
morning. 

The last two seasons I have caponized 
about 150 cockerels and of this number 
have killed only three or four. After the 
operation I give the newly made capons 
feed and water and they go to eating 
as soon as let loose. Inside of 24 hours 
they cannot be told from a cockerel. Oc- 
casionally a bird will puff up with wind 
a day or so after the operation, but this 
is no cause for alarm; in fact, is a sure 
sign that the wound is Healing nicely. 
Whenever this occurs I have them 
renned up in their roosting coops at 
right and the next morning catch them 
and tear a hole in the skin with a pin 
to leave the air escape. This doesn’t 
hurt them, as the air is under the out- 
side skin. 

It the construction of the tools used 
lor removing the organ is such that the 
testicle and cords are not held firmly 
unti) removed there is liable to be a 
small particle of the organ or cords left 
in the bird. When this happens nature 
proceeds to grow a new organ and this 
causes the bird to develop into a rooster, 
but as they are neither rooster nor 
capon they are called slips. 

The young capons are quiet, grow fast 
and are awkward until they are several 
months old, when they begin to take on 
fat. 3 

The capons are fed with the other 
chickens, on such grains as are found 
on any farm, until two or three weeks 
before they are to be sold. Then pen 
them in a small yard and feed them 
ground corn, keeping sour milk before 
them all the time. It is surprising how 
fat they will get in a short time. We 
have sold 76 white Wyandotte and 
barred Piymouth Rock capons, and after 
paying all expenses they netted 19 cents 
per pound. This bunch weighed, when 
cressed, 592 pounds, or an average of 
nearly eight pounds. 

Aside from the advantages mentioned 
there is another that is of great value 
to poultry raisers, and this is using 
the capons as foster mothers for the in- 
eubator chicks. This sounds funny, but 
it is funnier still to see a capon hov- 


j ering a brood of chicks and to hear him 


cluck to them. I have found that they 
will take to the chicks more readily if 
they are handled often, so they will be 
tame and used to your being around.

Pigeons. 

I should like to have some inforima- 
tion regarding raising pigeons for 
squabs. What is the best kind for this 
purpose? Is there any breed of pigeons 
that will weigh as much as 15 ounces 
when old enough to sell on the market? 
What is the usual price of good breed- 
ing pigeons?—W, S. B., Fort Worth, 
Tex. 

A. The two most common varieties of 
pigeons raised for squabs are homers 
and Carneaux. The homers were for- 
merly used almost entirely. Now the 
Carneaux are becoming popular also. 
The homers, when ready for market, 
will weigh 9 pounds or less per dozen. 
The Carneaux will weigh 16 pounds to 
the dozen or less. You can buy good 
breeding homers for $2 to $3 per pair 
and Carneaux for $3 to $5 per pair. 


Head Lice. 
Please let me know the best way to 


keep from having head lice on chicks. 
I have lost chicks this year from this 
cause. I sprinkle the pens with sulphur 
and coal oil and use other remedies, 
but I have lost a good many chicks 
within the last week.—Mrs. J. F. 

A. The use of the remedies you sug- 
gest is of some value, but if the lice get 
on the heads of chicks they should be 
handled individually. Put some sort of 
insect powder like sulphur, or Persian 
insect powder or prepared lice powder 
on the head, under the vent and around 
the wings. In fact, all over the chicks. 
It is a good plan sometimes when lice 
are upon the chicks to put a little lard 
on the tops of their heads when the 
chick is first hatched. If you are hatch- 
ing chicks with hens, as I suppose you 
are, it must be seen that the hen is 
free from lice when the hatch comas 
off.

Portable Poultry School 
Conducted in Kansas 


The. latest action of the Kansas Stato 
Agricultural College in furthering the 
cause of poultry raising is the establish- 
ing of a system of movable poultry 
schools” in small towns and rural com- 
munities. These schools, in many in- 
stances, will be held right on the farms, 
where the presence of fowls, housing 
and poultry equipment will make it pos- 
sible to give very practical poultry in- 
struction. Instructors in, poultry hus- 
bandry from the college will have charge 
of the schools and will furnish instruc- 
tion and demonstration. 

These schools will be held three or 
five days in one piace, as may be de- 
sired by the poultry raisers asking fo: 
them. A school will be held on the pe- 
tition of 20 or more persons. Should 20 
or more women be on the petjtion, they 
may also have a cooking school in con- 
nection. In that event a teacher from 
the college domestic science department 
will be sent with the poultry instructor. 
In the morning, classes in cooking will 
be held for the women, and the after- 
noon will be given over to poultry in- 
struction. 

The poultry classes will include les- 
sons in incubating, breeding, housing, 
feeding, dressing, caponizing and eg¢ 
handling. The first of these schools 
were held early in March, and they will 
continue until June. During June and 
July special classes of egg buyers will 
be organized in the cities and towns for 
instruction-in egg candling. Instruc- 
tion in candling has been given for sev- 
eral years, but the poultry schools arv 
an innovation.

Parcel Post, Grading of Eggs 
and Stamping Them Pay, 
Farmer Says. 
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One of the principal reasons why poul- 
try keeping is not carried on more ex- 
tensively on the average farm remote 
from the larger cities, is because of the 
unsatisfactory market conditions found 
iu the small towns. Prices paid for eggs 
usually are so low that it hardly pays 
to feed and care for the poultry. To a 
large extent this condition is the fault 
of the farmer himself. At least, it is 
within his power to remedy it. 

The experiences of such a farmer who 
suw the light and revolutionized his 
poultry raising methods, were given to 
the poultry editor recently. ‘‘We used 
to sell our eggs to the local dealer for 
whatever price he was willing to pay. 
h- says. They were all put in togeth- 
er, clean and dirty, white and brown, 
large and small. Even after we learned 
to feed tor more eggs and breed for bet- 
tor layers, the marketing end was neg- 
lected. Then we woke up. 

“First we provided clean nests with 
fresh material, that would not soil the 
eggs. A washed egg does not have the 
appearance of one that has never been 
dirty. The next move was to carefully 
grade colors and sizes. Some markets 
hay more for white and some prefer 
brown eggs. We tried to distinguish 
these different markets and sell for the 
best price. Later the layers of white 
eggs were disposed of, and now we 
breed for brown eggs exclusively. Even 
now the grading is carefully attended to 
ord eggs of different shades of brown 
kept separate. Uniformity in appear- | 
ance is our aim. 


Most of the eggs are shipped to a 
commission merchant. He has never 
failed to give several cents a dozen 
more than the iocal dealer would pay. 
Since the parcel post has become of 
practical use we have started a direct 
trade, having a number of customers 
whom we furnish from two to five doz- 
en eggs a week. Every egg is stamped 
with the date it is gathered from the 
nest. A small rubber dater, costing 
about 10 cents, does the work. The eggs 
sold direct bring us an average of 5 
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“In the past year we have adopted 
the plan of shipping by parcel post in 
crates holding 15 dozen eggs. This is al- 
lewable in the second postal zone, and 
the eggs are taken right from the door 
by the rural mail carrier. We figure 
that the better methods in grading, 
searching out the best market, and the 
Lreeding of uniform purebreds, has more 
than doubled our receipts from eggs. So 
far as we can see the expenses have in» 
creased very little.“

Russian Picture ‘of the Beauty of Battle 


HE master—a small, shriveled 
old man—can hardly get up 
from his filthy bed; and the 
mistress—a wrinkled, ill old 
woman—weeps unceasingly. 
Somewhere far away are her 
children—for she does not 

know where they are. There is nothing to 
eat, and she is ashamed to have to beg from 
the soldiers, who are so willing to share 
with her. Besides this, there is the ever- 
present terror that from the trenches, which 
are so very, very close, there may appear 


“Russkoe Slovo.” 
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This picturesque etching in words is so 
characteristic of the keenness of the Slav 
mind in finding the vivid and significant 
in the homeliest details, that it might have 
been a chapter from Tolstoy s War and 
Peace or his “Sebastopol Sketches. 
However, it was writien by an unnamed 
correspondent of the Russian newspaper, 


one on top of another; they are quite close, 
next to us, right under the walls of the hut: 
surely it must fall. And now we can hear 
a sound as of a person tapping persistently. 
untiringly, irritably at the wall with an 
enormous dry hard fist. This is the rifle 
fire beginning. 

We hurriedly dress and go out. 

It is terrible, but wonderfully beautiful. 


Short red flames burst out one after 
another, the searchlight throws its strange 
long pale beams as far as the horizon, and 
the screaming shrapnel falls on the ground 
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a German to fire the last remainders of 
her once-prosperous farm. 

And with these two, in their half of the hut, there are Billeted eight 
o-derlies; in the other half, in which there are two low, minute bunks like 
those in a ship’s cabin, there are living five doctors and three organ‘zers 
In these rooms are two offices—a kitchen and a 
store of provisions—and here is carried on the business interwoven with 
the life of every day. 

Towards the evening it becomes hot and stuffy in the hut from the 
number of persons gathered in it, the tobacco smoke, and the stove on which 
the evening meal is being cooked. So everyone goes out for a walk in the 
road by the woods. 

There is a moon, and the evening is bright and quiet. From here can 
be seen troops advancing, orderlies galloping to and fro, and a long line 
of field-kitchens on its way to the front stretched over the surface of the 
sparkling snow. 

Now is a strange time, when everything along the front is qui-t and 
the war ceases for an hour or two; for the men must rest and eat to be 
able afterwaids to carry on as before. 

At 9 o'clock everything is as it was; shrapnel bursts close by, and the 
heavy boom of artillery can once more be heard. Sometimes rifle firing 
will start, to continue intermittently throughout the night. 

Having returned to the farm, where a lamp is burning and newly 
arrived papers are lying on the table, we drink tea with lemon juice. A 


young Caucasjan doctor smokes now and then to lessen the numerous smells. 


Then we all begin to get ready to go to sleep. Some lie on their narrow 
folding camp beds, some on crates which once held provisions, and the rest 
simply on the beaten earthen floor. The conversation is of the war, of our 
birthplaces, and of the possibility of a night attack by the enemy. Soon 
all are asleep. In the little hut it is warm, quiet and snug, and only 
occasionally it shakes from the force of the exploding shells. It seems that 
here there is and can be no danger. 

Close on 3 o'clock we are awakened by a series of shocks which by 
the rattling of the furniture seem to be so great that the flimsy hut is 
having great difficulty in keeping to one spot. Someore speaks excitedly: 
“Do you hear it? It must be a night attack.” 


An incessant artillery battle now begins. The bursts of shells come 
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in bright, meteor-like sparks and in the air 
there is the ceaseless crack of rifle fire, 
bursting of shells, and the clatter of shrapnel, the constant untiring busi- 
ness of a battle. 

Then everything begins to quiet down, like a storm that has exhausted 
its fury. But hardly have we started toward the hut when again 
It starts slowly, quietly, far away. Then nearer, clearer, more persistently, 
shriller. Rifles, quick-firers, howitzers, all once more enter the lists. The 
farther away the fiercer it seems. Now it becomes hard to distinguish one 
sound from the other, for the rifles and the big guns seem to make the 
same amount of noise. 

I have an unconquerable craving to go and see what is happening a 
verst or two away, where the battle is being fought. But from the peat 
bog on which the hut stands a fog has risen, and, in spite of the bright 
moon, it is impossible to see anything in the damp mist. 

And then suddenly a drawling, low, distant roar arises, grows, ap- - 
proaches. 1 can clearly hear amid this tornado of sounds the tones of 
many men’s voices. A faraway “A—a—a—!” getting louder every 
moment. Again, again! Here it is quite close to me, even farther off 
again, from this side, then from the other. 

My heart beats with excitement and agitation. I imagine—as I cannot 
see anything in the cold. dank mist—that something is approaching, that 
in a minute out of that darkness there may appear foreign soldiers. And, 
again, although I am encircled by a blanket of fog, I imagine I can 822 
something. But that is impossible. 

Then again the long-drawn-out ““A—a—a—!” Now somewhat louder, 
more convincing, more triumphant. But suddenly everything almost at the 
same moment grows calm. One or two more shots are fired by rifles and 
guns And by 7 o'clock in the morning, when a slow, dull, drowsy 
dawn comes up from the north, there is complete silence all along our 
front. 

The day in the trenches begins. Baggage carts make their way along 
the road, orderlies hurry hither and thither. On the plain and in the 
woods the artillery fire at intervals. Some wounded are being brought in 
to the bandaging point and someone says that last night there was a night 
attack on our trenches, but by the strong, well-aimed thrusts of our brave

Most persons would probably include Ben- 
jamin Franklin in such a list. Jonathan 
Edwards lingers vaguely in the popular 
memory as a sort of Puritan Billy Sunday, 
with a genius and scholarship of which the 
modern evangelist has no trace. But who, in 
the name of Edison and Rockefeller, was . 


Although few ever heard of him, Benjamin 
Thompson, Count Rumford, is thus ranked by 
Prof. F. H. Giddings—His career one of history's 
most amazing adventures—From dry goods clerk 
to ruler of Bavaria and Count of Holy Roman 
Empire Country schoolmaster at 20, member 
of British Ministry at 27—Fought on English 
side during Revolution and won immortal fame 
as scientist. 


He delivered the dispatches to Lord Georgo 
Germain, head of the Colonial Office, and 8 
fascinated the Minister at first sight that he 
immediately gave him a desk in his office 
and daily breakfasted, dined and supped 
with the youthful and entertaining Ameri- 
can. Within a few months Thompson was 
appointed Secretary of the Province of 
Georgia, and four years later, at the age or 
27, he became an under Secretary of Stai. 

Several Boston Tories, exiles in London, 
have left on record their amazement an!

It is possible that not one American in a 
thousand has even heard the name of this woodchopper 
and shop boy who for 11 years was the real ruler of 
Bavaria; of this Yankee schoolmaster who, at the age 
of 27 years, was an under Secretary of State in the 
British Ministry; of this mathematician with a person- 
ality so fascinating as completely to bewitch everyone 
whom he set himself to win; of this friend of man- 
kind and flatterer of the great, at once a scientist 
ranking with Faraday, and the most ingratiating of 
courtiers; of this philanthropist with the keenest of 
eyes to the main chance; of this roue who, according 
to Prof. Giddings, was the founder of the modern Ger- 
man “culture of efficiency.” 

The sober facts of his career are such as make a 
novel of the wildest romance seem tame. In the midst 
of a life of dazzling personal adventure, he had time 
to achieve glory as a scientist through his fundaméntal 
discoveries concerning the laws of heat and its appli- 
cation to human service; or, as he called it, the scien- 
tific management of fire.” 

Benjamin Thompson was born March 26, 1753, at Wo- 
burn, Mass., 12 miles from the birthplace of Franklin. 
His family had been settled in New England about a 
century, and were moderately well-to-do farmers. The 
boy received a fair education, particularly in mathe- 
matics, through the interest of a learned clergyman, a 
graduate of Harvard, to which institution Count Rum- 
ford afterwards showed his gratitude by founding the 
Rumford professorship at Harvard University. At the 
ege of 14 Benjamin calculated a solar eclipse within four 
seconds of accuracy. 

When he was 13 years old his n despairing of 
ever making a farmer of their indolent, mercurial and 
bookish son, apprenticed him to a storekeeper at Salem. 
He soon conceived an intense aversion for the shop, and 
when his services were needed for waiting on customers, 
was too often found under one of the counters, where 
he was building a perpetual motion machine, or prac- 
ticing his talents as a draftsman and engraver. A pas- 
sionate devotion to his violin only added to his com- 
mercial demerits. 

As a boy he began the experiments with gunpowder 
and firearms which afterwards won him fame as the 
greatest. ordnance expert of his day. At the time of the 
repeal ot the stamp act, the. young. apprentice was en- 


gaged to prepare fireworks for the public jubilation in - 
‘Salem... White he was grinding his materials in a mortar 


an explesion oceurred which came near blotting out 
the future Ceunt Rumford. then and there. His face, 


hands and chest were terribly burned and he suffered 
a long confinement, but escaped without marks of the 


accident. 


His Salem apprenticeship came to an end after three 


years, much to the content of his employer, and he 
became a clerk in a dry goods shop in Boston. He 
studied French at night, formulated recipes for making 
all kinds of fireworks, and chopped cordwood to pay 
for cloth to make himself a coat and to defray his 
pew rent. Tradition asserts that the youth was present 
at the “Boston Massacre,” sword in hand, “eager to at- 
tack the enemies of his country.” 

Notes from his diary show him to have been too busy 
at studying medicine and anatomy, making experiments 
in chemistry and physics and attending public lectures 
at Harvard to have had much zeal left for his duties 
as a clerk. In fact, he decided after two years that he 
had no talent for dry goods. So it was determined that 
as a last resort he should become a school teacher. He 
served six months at Bradford, N. H., and then was sum- 
moned to a better position at Concord, in the same 
State, a town which had until a short time previously 
borne the name of Rumford, after a suburb of that name 


near London. 
He was 19 when he went to Concord, an extremely announ 
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handsome and athletic youth, nearly six feet tall, with 
features frank and attractive, and aglow with intelli- 
gence and vitality. Here lived a rich widow, 33 years 
old—Mrs. Sarah Rolfe. Her instant capitulation was 
the first conspicuous example of the fascination of 
Thompson’s personality. I married, or rather I was 
married,“ Count Rumford said years afterwards. 

This marriage was the beginning of Thompson’s for- 
tunes. Through his wife he made ¢he acquaintance of 
Gov. Wentworth of New Hampshire, who was so in- 
fatuated by the ‘skillful céurt paid him by the recent dry 
goods clerk that he appointed him Major of a com- 
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Benjamin Thompson, Count Rumford, at the age 
of 45, when he was appointed Ambassador 
to England from Bavaria. 


man of war in the channel, he devised a 
new system of signaling at sea which was adopted by 
the Admiralty: He was inspector of all the clothin ; 
sent to the army in America, and his perquisites, ac- 
cording to the reports of the day, netted him sums “be- 
yond his most sanguine expectations.” 

Lord North’s ministry fell and Lord George Germai'1 
lost office, but not before nominating his favorite a3 
Lieutenant-Colonel, in command of a regiment of cav- 
alry. Thompson sailed with his regiment to Long Ic- 
land, towards the end of the war, and there carried on 
a guerilla warfare, during which his former countrymen 
accused him of many atrocities. Among other offenses, 
he was charged with razing churches to get stones for 
his fort, and with building an oven for his troops out 
of tombstones. It is pieasant to record that on his voy- 
age to America he had a ship fitted up with cannon of 
his own design and busied himself experimenting witia | 
explosives. 

At the end of the war Thompson was retired on he'f 
pay and obtained permission to make a tour of the 
Continent. One of his fellow passengers in the chann2f 
crossing was the famous historian, Gibbon, who notes in 
a letter to a friend that the three notables aboard were 
Gibbon himself, Henry Laurens, president of the Amer- 
ican Congress, and “Mr. Secretary-Colonel-Admiral- 
Philosopher Thompson.” 

If Thompson’s career so far was meteoric, it was now 
to rise to heights which in real life surpassed the ex- 
ploits credited by George Barr McCutcheon to his Ameri- 
can soldiers of fortune at imaginar, foreign courts. At 
Strasburg, during a military review, the handsome figure 
of an officer in British uniform, sitting a horse with 
princely grace, attracted the attention of Count Maximil- 
ian de Deux Ponts, nephew of Elector Karl Theodor 
of Bavaria and later to be made by Napoleon the first 
King of Bavaria. The Count requested an intngduction, 
and, like all others whom Thompson thought it worth 
his while to court, was instantly bewitched by the 
American’s charming manners and unequalled wit. 

When they separated, Thompson bore a flattering 
letter from Maxmilian to the Elector of Bavaria: and 


this ruler, in turn, at the first interview, succumbed 


to a most amazing infatuation for the stranger from 
Massachusetts. It is not too much to say that for 11 
years the former shop clerk was the true ruler of Ba- 
varia. The highest honors and offices were showered 
vpon him in such multiplicity as to stagger and silence 
for a time the courtiers whom he supplanted. |

This mark of: favoritism -was the direct cause of the 
great blot on Tbompson's name, from the American 
standpoint. When the Revolutionary War bro'e out 
and Wentworth, as Royal Governor, was compelled to 
flee, the officers whom Thompson had superseded de- 
nounced him as a Tory. A warning enabled him to flee 
in time, but a mob sacked his house and would ha ve 
killed him had he tarried there. He went to Woburn, 
sul ed about in hiding, applied for an officer's commis- 
sion in the continental army and was thrown into jail 
as a suspect. An official inquiry acquitted him of blame, 
but the experience was bitter to one who never had a 
diffident opinion of his own worth. 

Thereafter Thompson cast his lot with the British 
and against his native land. Making his escape to a 
British frigate, he was taker :0 Boston, then held by 
the English. In what manner he made the acquaintance 
of Gen. Howe is unknown, but when Gen. Washington 
compelled the evacuation of Boston, Thompson had won 
his way so far into the confidence of the British com- 
mander that he was sent to London with Uispatches 

announcing the defeat. 
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‘But this title was nothing compared to the distin-- 
tions awaiting him on his return to Bavaria. Te 
Flector made him Commander in Chief of the army and 
Privy Counselor of State, Court Chamberlain and Chief 
of the General Staff. At the same time he was Minister 
of War and Minister of Police. The fascinated Elector 
later obtained for his adviser a patent of the Holy 
Poman Empire creating him Benjamin, Count of Rum- 
ford, the name being taken from the New Hampshire 
village which has now grown into the city of Con- 
cord. 

Here, with the amplest of power, Count Rumford had 
a spacious stage on which to put into effect two of his 
strongest sentiments, both inherited from thrifty 
Yankee forebears—a passion for order and a horror of 
waste in any form. The reforms which he instituted are 
regarded as the earliest efforts at social efficiency, and 
as the forerunners of that state efficiency in every de- 
tail which is probably the most striking and admirable. 
characteristic of modern Germany. In fact, according to 
Prof. Giddings, German Kultur“ of today, in many of

IKE most men, Jess Willard, champion heavy- 
weight boxer of the world, had a 
boyhood. We say like most men, because 
there are certain hard favored individuals 
with whom it is impossible to connect any 
thoughts of boyhood, who seem to have 
been born with their hands in their trous- 

ers pockets, a black cigar stuck at an angle in their 
mouths, and a well-defined working knowledge of the 
muitiplication table in their heads. 

But Jess, from all accounts, was a real boy—an easy 
going, care-free, hookéy-playing, scrapping, hard-fisted 
young animal, with unkempt hair and a broad, good- 
natured grin. He was always a husky youngster from 
the time he first crowed at the sight of a hearty meal 
until he attained his present proportions. 

Before he was 16 he was a great, sbock-haired hobble- 
dehoy, staggering with strength and as active as a colt; 
his body always seemed about to burst through the 
seams of his clothes, and his clothes had perpetually 
a drawn, startled look, as if they were in a continual 
state of wonderment that they stayed on his body at all. 

Willard was born in Emmett, Pottawotomie County, 
Kan., although, as with Homer, four or ive other towns 
claim him. 

His father died a few months before Jess was born. 
Jess divided his mother’s care with three other brothers. 
Whether this lack of parental supervision had any bear- 
ing on Jess’ later life it is hard to-say; certain it is, 
however, he developed roaming proclivities very early 
in life, and it was no unusual sight of a sunny morning 
to see Jess, his hands stuck in his pockets and his hat 
tilted to one side of his h/ ad, sauntering calmly down 
the road, going nowhere in particular, when all the rest 
of the world was going to work or to school. 

The Willard farm was near an Indian reservation, and 
among its denizens Willard spent most of his time. They 
taught him to ride like one of themselves, to shoot 
straight, to run fast (he was long the champion 100- 
yard runner of his neighborhood) and to swim like an 
amphibian. He must have assimilated a great deal of 
their craftiness, for he be- 
came as canny in a horse 
deal as David Harum. The 
upshot of his schooling by 
the Indians was that they 
themselves could not best 
him in a horse swap, and 
as a result they held him in 
greatest respect. 

From his association with 
the Indians he gained two 
things— health and agility— 
because of the open-air life 
he led with them. 

But, like all abnormally 
big men and boys, he was as 
good-natured as a big dog, 
and, as the wiseacres who 
shook their heads at his 
vagaries put it, was no one’s enemy but his own.” 
For all that, Jess was an exceptionally clean-liv- 
ing young fellow; he never drank and he never used 
tobacco; and the only thing people could ever 
say agaifst him was that if he got a chance he'd 
“do” you in a horse deal. And yet that could hardly be 
considered immoral; tor horse dealing is recognized as 
something outside the common law; and any man who 
swaps a horse, whether he be a Bishop or an out-aud- 
out dealer, who does not get the upper hand of the other 
party to the transaction, if it be possible, is considered 
by all concerned to be an egregious jackass. 

But whether as hookey player, freighter, cow puncher, 
horse breaker, ordinary “tambo” or prize fighter, Willard 
never took himself too seriously—nor anybody else. He 
was always on good terms with the world and everyon¢ 
in it, and when anyone attempted to show him the error 
of his ways, he laughed it off with great good nature 
and continued to do just as he had always done—which 
is to say, he took things easy. The usual salutation he 
received when a neighbor found him airing himself at 
the sunny angle of a barn was, “Well, you big, lazy 
devil, when are you going to work and do 
something?” and the reply the neighbor in- 
variably got was a bland smile from the big 
features of Shorty,“ and a noncommital 
shrug from his Herculean shoulders. As his 
later life proved, however, Jess had a re- 
markable fund of determination and ambi- 
tion when be wanted to use them; but in 
those days he kept them in a bag, and the 
bag was kept out of sight. 


When Jess was 11 years of age his mother 
married a neighboring farmer named E. L. 
Stalker. Stalker had two boys and one girl. 
To this family Mrs. Stalker brought her four 
hulking sons. Although it is common enough 
for stepbrothers to fight, Jess Willard was al- 
ways most considerate of his strength, and 
never tried to bully his weaker brethren.

They did. But the peculiar part of these fights was that 
when Jess undertook to lick his two stepbrothers, his 
own brothers generally piled on against him, to even 
things up. 

It was about this time that big Jess developed an 
abnormal fondness for the open air. He detested books 
and he detested the dead-alive hours between sleeping 
and waking in the classroom; and when he got out of 
the house in the morning—and he was always the last— 
his mother would take a switch and follow him down 
the road to see that he went to school. With his hands 
in his pockets, and his feet kicking up the white dust 
of the road, he would shuffle off in a high dudgeon, 
ever and anon looking doggedly over his shoulder at his 


off the ground and set him before the manager of the 
Emmett team. : 

The Maple Hillite took one look at the gigantic first 
baseman and made a profuse apology. Willard then 
brought up a camp chair, set it in front of the hooting 
crowd of spectators, and threw the quaking manager 
into it. 

Now you sit there, he roared, and don’t move unt! 
I tell you to!“ 3 

And through the whole game the manager occupied 
that conspicuous stool of penance, the laughing stoc* 
of the crowd. There was no fighting that day. 

All this Willard did without anger and without undue 
severity. The gentlemen from Maple Hill needed a les- 
son and Jess gave it to them, with the same delibera- 
tion and lack of hurry that he would go about any 
other piece of work. That will serve to illustrate his 
determination at that time. 

Some time later, when Jess was selling Texas land 
for a living, he arrived in Topeka, Kan., tired out, and 


without a nickel in his pockets. Here he noticed a blue-

determined parent. Between the Stalker house and the 
school was a belt of timber; and as sure as he reached 
it he disappeared; nor could his mother ever find him 
once he entered it. At the end of the day he would 
turn up again, a straw in his teeth, his face and hands 
caked with the dust of the day—or perhaps suspiciously 
clean from the swimming hole—and with the appetite 
of 10 men. 

At 13 Jess was as big as an ordinary man, and at 16 
he was a giant: At 16 he had his first real fight. He 
became embroiled with a husky individual of his size, 
but six years older, and the argument, which began in 
words, ended in downright blows. The two went at 
each other like bulls and hammered each other until 
they staggered from exhaustion, until the rills of sweat 
made white streaks through the caked grime on their 
faces, until their breath came in gasps. Jess made no 
impression on his antagonist and his antagonist made 
none on him. This disgusted the youngster. When he 
could again stand he put on his coat and exclaimed: 

“I ain’t goin’ to fight all day!” And off he marched. 
The other belligerent offered no objections; he had all 
he could do to cool his puffed and bruised face. 


In his later teens young Willard played first base for 
the ball team at Emmett, Kan., and when the outcome 
of the game had got beyond the playing stage, Jess 
usually covered the retreat of his comrades, or led the 
advance; for very often a team refused to accept defeat 
and set out to accomplish with their fists what they 
could not do with their bats. At one game (from which 
Jess was absent) the team at Maple Hill, Kan., gave the 
Emmett team a beating in two senses of the word. When 
Jess heard of it he bade his teammates wait until Maple 
Hill played the return game at Emmett. What he in- 
tended to do he kept to himself. When the Maple Hill 
team did come, with all the fighting men available, 
Big Jess stalked through the crowd, caught the Maple 
Hill manager by the scruff of the neck, lifted him bodily

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uniformed individual parading up and down the main 
street, ogling the girls in the store windows and com- 
porting himself with the air of a lord. This seemed to 
Jess to be his kind of a job. He sought out the Chief 
of Police and asked him if he wanted any cops. The 
Chief looked the young giant over and inquired if he 
lived in Topeka. Jess told him no, that he lived in 
Emmett. 

“Well,” said the Chief, “you can’t get a job here until 
vou live six months in this town,” And as Jess turned 
away in disgust, We're all filled up, anyway,” he added. 

In December, 1910, Jess was breaking horses for a 
living and “doing” the unwary when he could trade with 
them. He went to Oklahoma City to buy clothes, and 
by mere accident fell in with W. T. Yoder of the Olympic 
Athletic Club. Impressed by his size, Yoder took him 
to the club and introduced him to boxing. The big fel- 
low’s action pleased Yoder, and he engaged him at $15 a 
wee! Since then he has fought and starved and 

starved and fought, suffered 
ridicule and abuse—but 
stuck to his point like a 
man—and everybody knows 
what came of it.

I 1913 the tota “ ussian revenue was 3,415,000, 000 


rubles, of which the vodka monopoly yielded 900, 

000,000 rubles and the State railways—the next 

highest source of revenue—yielded but 813,000,000 
rubles. : 

Vodka is approximately 40 per cent alcohol, and it 
has been in this fact that the curse of vodka has been 
found. The Russians consumed annually far more 
alcohol than ary other nation, before the vodka shops 
were abolished, although their drink bill in respect of 
beers and wines was moderate. Russia’s consumption 
annually was approximately 240,000,000 gallons of alco- 

hol, while the United States, whose alcohol 
consumption now leads the world, uses 
approximately 140,000,000 gallons. Russia’s 
consumption of malt liquors is about 230, 
000,000 annual gallons, as against a con- 
sumption in the United States of about 
2,000,000,000 gallons and a German con- 
sumption of about 1,700,000,000 gallons. The 
annual per capita consumption of vodka was 
about two gallons. 


The monopoly which the Government re- 
linquished was under the absolute control 
of the State on June 6, 1894, the monopoly 
being both as to production and gale. 
the most highly rectified, purified alcohol 
was permitted to be used. Vodka was sold 
in bottles only, and drinking was not sup- 
posed to be allowed in the vodka shops or 
on the streets.

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German Efficiency Ober- 
rated, Says Dr. Eliot 


ELIEF in the overwhelming superiority 
B of German efficiency is merely a 


superstition, according te Dr. Charles 

W. Eliot, President Emeritus of Har- 
vard University. He expresses this view 
with characteristic vigor in a book just pub- 
lished, “The Road Toward Peace“ (Hough- 
ton Mifflin Co.). 

“German efficiency has been an object of 
great admiration not only in this country,” 
he tells the American reader, “but in En- 
gland, France and Russia for twenty-five or 
thirty years. We have all admired it in the 
recent commercial and industrial develop- 
ment of Germany; not less remarkable be- 
cause it started about sixty years ago from 
a low level.

“The German way of procuring industrial and com- 
mercial-efficiency is to make each individual man in the 
first place a man well trained for the exact service he 
is to render and then to keep him under a severe dis- 
cipline which will result in his doing every time exactly 
what he has been trained to do.” 

Dr. Eliot cites seven nations conspicuously illustrat- 
ing today the worth of liberty in national development 
—Great Britain and her affiliated commonwealths, 
France, Italy, Belgium, the Netherlands, Switzerland 
and the United States; he also refers to the Scandina- 
vian peoples. The efficiency of all these peoples he de- 
clares to be based on a high degree of personal initiative 
and of political and in- 
dustrial freedom—not on 
the subjection of implicit 
obedience of the individ- 
ual, but on the energy 
and good will in work 
which result from indi- 
vidual freedom, ambition 
and initiative. 

“If this doctrine is eor - 
rect,” he continues, the 
remarkable increase of in- 
dustrial and commercial 
efficiency during the past 
150 years should have 
proceeded from the freer 
nations and not from the 
nations governed auto- 
cratically. 

“Going back to the 
latter part of the eighteenth century we find that pro- 
pulsion by steam on land and water was first made com- 
mercially successful by Englishmen and Americans and 
that English and French chemists made the funda- 
mental discoveries in chemical theory. In the early 
part of the nineteenth century the development of the 
factory system with steam driven machinery was an 
English achievement and later an American. Coming 
on in the nineteenth century, it was Americans who 
developed the telegraph and telephone as industrial im- 
plements and thereby changed in a large measure the 
habits of industrial, commercial and financial life, and 
in many respects of domestic and family life also.“ 

Dr. Eliot proceeds to show a long list of inventions 
and discoveries in science and medicine, none of which 
was originated by the Germans. Among these he cites 
wireless telegraphy, electric lighting, the aeroplane, the 
cotton gin, anesthesia, asepsis, the rubber and oll in- 
dustries and many others in which Germany has been 
merely a foilower in the steps of other nations. 

“The plair fact,” he asserts, “is that the German sys- 
tem of education and government has not had freedom 
enough in it, and that the free peoples, among whom 
there exists a large amount of social and industrial 
mobility, are the peoples that have produced all the great 
science inveations of the last two centuries and this.”

The President's action in placing the work under 
the army engineers created some feeling and criticism;

The very fact that they were to be placed in 
charge was held up as one of the principal arguments 
in favor of the contract method. Army engineers, as a 
rule, were said to be, from their very training, dicta- 
torial and many of them martinets, and it was predicted 
that if they, rather than contractors, were placed in 
charge of the actual construction the canal project was 
doomed to failure.

‘It is contended by employes that service in the tropics 


saps the energy, and that a man is incapable, after a 
time, of performing the same amount of work that he 
would be able to accomplish had he spent the same peri- 
od in a ceoler climate. In support of the reasonableness 
of their claims, they point to the fact that the leave 
privilege to employes was established on recommenda- 
tion of the sanitary authorities, who claimed that such 
a change was necessary for the preservation of health. 
This creates a desire to accumulate sufficient means 
to avoid the necessity of equally hard work on the 
return to the United States; consequently, the demands 
for increase in pay are frequent, and to accomplish 
this, when denied by those immediately in charge of the 
work, recourse has been had to higher authority. 

This is a condition that a contractor would have been 
obliged to face as the Government did, and in some re- 
spects the latter has been in a position to handle the sit- 
uation more satisfactorily than the former—as was 
plainly indicated by the trouble with the steam-shovel 
men in May, 1907. 

It was claimed by the steam-shovel men that repre- 
sentations were made to them when the first came to 


‘the isthmus that eventually their pay would be $300 per 


month. Their demand was not granted by the authori- 
ties on the isthmus, and the question was taken up at 
Washington by the leaders of their union in the United 
States. A hearing was given the men by the Secretary 
of War in April of 1907, and his report recommended 
against the increase, which report was approved by the 
President.

disease from 21 states by slaughtering 


140,000 animals Some cases of 
human infection. 


HE quick eradication of the epidemic of 
foot-and-mouth disease, which only a few 
months ago spread over 21 states and the 
District of Columbia, has again proved 
the superiority of one of the departments 
of the United States Government over the 
Governments of foreign nations. 

The recent visitation of the livestock plague in the 
United States was the sixth one the agents of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, assisted by the various states, 
have been called upon to fight, and each time the dis- 
ease has been driven from the country within a few 
montis. 

Germany, which is generally considered a little ahead 
of every other country in the matter of efficiency in 
almost every line of en- 
deavor, has failed com- 
pletely in her fight on. 
the disease, and there is 
probably no other coun- 
try, where the malady 
has once gained a foot · 
hold, in which it has 
been as completely eradi- 
eated as in the United 
States. 

The disease is now 80 
widespread in Germany 
that there is said to be 
little hope of exterminat- 
ing it. In 1911 about 
8,000,000 of the 51,319,000 
cattle, sheep, hogs and 
goats of that country 
were affected. N 

In justice to Germany 
it should de remembered, 
however, that the farms 
as a rule in that country 
are much smaller than 
those in America, and 
thus the herds are closer 
together and the disease 
would spread more 
quickly. 

When the malady appeared in the United States last 
October, the Federal Government began its campaign 
by declaring a quarantine at the Chicago stockyards, 
where it was first discovered, and ordering that every 
animal should be killed as soon as symptoms of the dis- 
ease developed. Since that time 140,000 animals have 
been slaughtered. The loss has been divided equally 
between the states and the Federal Government, and th> 
owners of the slaughtered stock were reimbursed. 

Not the least of the many difficulties which the Fed- 
eral agents had to overcome in stamping out the disease 
was the opposition of farmers and stockmen to the 
slaughtering of the animals, The owners argued that 
the disease could be stamped out by quarantine, and that 
the greater part of the stock could be saved. Foot-and- 
mouth disease proves fatal in only from 2 to 8 per 
cent of the cases, but the animal which has been af- 
‘tected, veterinary men declare, is apt at any time to 
develop a new case, thus creating a fresh outbreak of 
the epidemic. There was also the danger that the quar- 
antine could not be made tight enough to stop the spread 
of the disease, as there are many channels through 
which the germ may be carried to other stock.

The actual value of the animals which were slaughtered and burned or buried 
in deep trenches, under the supervision of Federal or state inspectors, is esti- 
mated at $3,000,000. Many of these animals were of pure-blooded stock. One 
herd of 800 prize cattle at the National Dairy Show at Chicago, valued at 
$1,000,000, became infected, but it was — necessary to slaughter only a 
few of tbem. 

There must be added to this, to gain an . of the total loss, the cost of 


closing the stockyards at Chicago, Pittsburg, Buffalo, East St. Louis and Omaha, 


at a time when the packing houses of the country had enormous contracts with 
European Governments for tinned meats for the armies engaged in war. 

There have beer several theories advanced, regarding the manner in which 
tbe disease was brought into the United States. It is 
generally agreed by Government officials that the first 
case developed in Southern Michigan. Milk from an 
infected cow is said to have ben sent to a creamery 
and the “skimmed” milk sent to a farm and fed to 
hogs. These hogs were shipped to Chicago, where they 
developed the disease while in the stockyards. 

The foot-and-routh disease does not exist in the 
United State nor... Illy, and each time it has appeared 
in this country the virus has come from some foreign 
land. In the case of the last epidemic the theory gen- 
erally accepted is that the germ was brought in a ship- 
ment of hides from Argentina. These were sent to a 
tannery at Niles, Mich., near the point where the dis- 
ease is thought first to have developed. 

The disease keeps the infected animals in constant 
pain from soreness of the hoofs and mouth. They are 
unable to eat and consequently lose in weight. In dairy 
stock the milk production is lessened, and even in cases 
where the animals seemingly recover, it is often many 
months before they regain their- norma! condition. In 
some cases the coating of the tongue disappears and the 
hoofs become separated from the skin above them. 

The recent epidemic was the-worst of the six which 
have visited the United States. The early epidemics 
were started by the importation of cattle from foreign 
countries. Such importations are now permitted only 
from countries in which it is certain no foot-and-mouth

At one stroke he changed the Bavarian army from 
an assembly of idle and vicious vagabonds into self- 
supporting workers. Bavaria was overrun by hardy and 
impudent mendicants, whose methods of beggary were 
little removed from highway robbery. Thompson ar- 
rested every beggar in Munich one morning and settled 
them all in an industrial asylum, where most of them 
were turned into workers and useful citizens, and the 
whole evil of mendacity was soon erased from the 
Duchy. He introduced potatoes into Bavaria as a food 
and revolutionized agriculture with such innovations 
as the rotation of crops. 

The climax of his court career care * 1795, during the 
French Revolutionary Wars. Munich was threatened 
by both French and Austrian armies. The Elector fled, 
having named as Regent of the Duchy, not one of his 
relatives, but his trusted counselor—the American who 
had once served customers behind a Boston counter. 
This trust was well founded, for Count Rumford dis- 
played such diplomacy and such an ingratiating tact to- 
ward both enemies that Munich was spared a hostile 
occupation. The Elector returned and in his gratitude 
named Count Rumford Ambassador to England from 
Bavaria; but the circumstance that he was a British 
subject proved, much to the Count’s tment, an 
insuperable obstacle; such a position in a su we; being 
forbidden by British custom. 

Soon afterwards Count Rumford resigned nis many 
tiven to 
London. Here he published the essays w ve made 
his name one of the great ones in sc It. was he 
who first formulated ba fundamental theory that heat 
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Third Greatest Man 


is a form of molecular motion and not a material sub- 
stance, as the general belief then was. He published this 
conclusion, supported by many painstaking experiments, 
in his famous “Inquiry Concerning the Source of Heat 
Which is Excited by Friction.” In 1799 he became the 
principal founder of the Royal Institution in London, 
and himself selected Sir Humphry Davy as scientific 
lecturer there. 

His inventions for the economicz l use of heat—kitchen 
utensils, stoves and ovens—were numerous and were all 
given freely to the public. He was one of tne first ex. 
ponents of scientific dietetics, and was the great smoke 
abater of his day, perfecting a number of devices for 
smokeless stoves, fireplaces and grates. He built the 
first scientific smokestacks and invented the calorimeter 
and the thermoscope. So notorious were his principles 
of thrift as applied to food that thin soups in London 
were called “Rumford gruel,” and on the Continent 
soldiers, when food was meager, said their rations were 
“a la Rumford.” However, it was said that Count 
Rumford lavished his own money to teach other people 
to save theirs.” 

He wrote voluminously, in an English style which, for 
simplicity and clarity, has been compared to Benjamin 
Franklin's. The military academy which he founded in 
Bavaria was the model, it is said, upon which the 
United States Military Academy was organized. 


Americans at first heard with incredulity and then 
with amazement and irritation of the honors to which 
“Benedict Arnold the Second,” as some of them termed 
him, had arrived in Europe. That he was really a 
Count and that he moved habitually in the circles of 
courts, statesmen and philosophers seemed to them

Count Rumford himself made numerous overtures for 
permission to revisit his native land, but the stringent 
legislation against Tories enacted during the Revolution 
had not yet been repealed, and he was still liable to ar- 
rest if he ventured to enter the United States. In his 
later years nothing gave him more pleasure than his 


election as a member of the American Academy of Arts 


and Sciences. 
He never saw his wife after his flight from Woburn, 


and she died in 1792. Their daughter, Sarah, visited her 
father in London and Munich, but the unsophisticated 
Yankee girl showed little aptitude for the polished and

Until her death she lived unmarried 
at Concord, and was known as Countess Sarah. Her 
father’s gallantries abroad provided her with a brother 
and sister, the latter of whom died young, and the for- 
mer grew up to be a n army officer in 
France.
